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REPORT OF CITY COUNCIL. 


To the Tax-Payers of the City of St. Albans: 


The City Council begs to submit its annual report for year 
ended December 31st. 1926. 

The sewer conditions referred to in 1925 report have been 
completed and a very satisfactory job done. 

There was only maintenance work done on sidewalks this 
year, but an appropriation we think, should be made for re- 
placements and improve the general sidewalk conditions all 
over the city. 

The cement roads are standing up in good shape and very 

little maintenance has been necessary on them. 
The various storms during the year have caused considerable 
damage by washing our dirt streets down from the hill streets 
to Main street, making it necessary to reconstruct the washed 
streets and remove the wash from Main street, costing a con- 
siderable amount of money. The only remedy for this condition 
in Our opinion is to hard surface these streets, and put in storm 
sewers on Prospect to High street and north on High street to 
the city limits, and on Main street from Fairfield to Welden 
street. 

The damage to Main street cement road at Rugg Hollow 
has been completely replaced by a new cement under pass much 
larger than before and according to state highway practice and 
specifications at a cost of $4,703.23,50% of which was borne by 
the State. The cement cover will be replaced this spring after 
complete settlement has taken place. 

The weather and water conditions prevented the cleaning of 
the reservoir as anticipated. Practically no complaint has been 
made by the public as to quality of water. It would be the re- 
commendation of the council to purchase the farm adjoining the 
reservoir on east side and enable the Council to control and 
compel sanitary conditions there. We believe it would be a 
distinct advantage for city to own it if it can be bought reason- 
ably. 

Main Street Lighting. 


Would call attention again to the lighting of Main street, 
Stebbins to Hoyt Street. The lighting on this street is inadequate 
and does not present a desirable appearance or provide suf- 
ficient light for auto driving safely. It is our opinion it would be 
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to the best interests to the city to install an ornamental lighting 
system on posts, the figures for which are in the City Manager’s 
office. The Public Electric Light Company will give concessions 
thereby making the cost very reasonable. 


Fire Station. 


On account of Mr. F. J. Guerin placing his resignation as 
Fire Chief of the city, the Council procured a Mr. Thomas 
Keery of Springfield, Mass., who has been in that city’s employ 
for some years and brings very favorable recommendations. 
He seemingly is a hustler and we believe will be a success. He 
is now on the ground digging in to get everything in order and 
we look forward to our fire department with optimism. 

We believe the city should now motorize the equipment 
and have the station modern generally. We have at the present 
time three (3) horses to feed, shoe and maintain, which is 
much more expensive and less efficient than motors. Com- 
parative cost may be noted in fire chief’s statement in 1926 
- report herein. 


Garbage. 


Something should be done as early as possible to gather and 
dispose of the city garbage and ashes if desired. There seems to 
be many different ideas in respect to this and it would seem best 
to select a special committee to have them investigate and report 
to the Council their findings and recommendations. | 


City Buildings and Equipment. 


The city buildings and equipment have been well main- 
tained and are in good condition generally. 

We have conserved our funds as far as practical and you 
will note our financial statement with details fully explained.

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CASH RECEIPTS 


During the year 1926 the City Treasurer received $237,482.39 
as shown by Statement !, $142,093.77 was received from taxes 
and $58,000.00 from temporary loans borrowed in anticipation 
of tax collections. $2,711.37 was collected for street sprinkling, 
$1,208.02 for licenses granted to hotels, theatres, lunch and pool 
rooms and similar activities, and for dog licenses. From the 
City Court the City Treasurer received $108.20 for fines and 
costs, and he collected $729.00 for rental of the City Hall and 
other city property, not including the Grammar School Land. 
Interest on bank balances of the New Sewer and General accounts 
amounted to $958.22. From the State of Vermont $3,979.61 
was received, $1,293.55 of which was for schools and $2,686.06 
for the maintenance of highways. For the activities of the 
various departments $6,783.42 was received, of which by far the 
greatest amount was from school tuition. For water rents and 
maintenance of the Water Department there was received 
$20,909. 48. 

We saisfied ourselves that all the money which had been 
received was properly accounted for and deposited in the banks. 
We also satisfied ourselves that the amounts reported as having 
been received from the various sources were the amounts which 
should have been received according to the records of the Listers 
and of the City Council, the license books and the accounts of 
the individual taxpayers or others for whomservice was rendered. 

There was nothing collected on the old Sewer Assessments 
owing to the City, which we have commented on before, or on 
the taxes from 1916 to 1923 due principally from the Universalist 
Society. 


CASH DISBURSEMENTS 


During the year 1926 the City Treasurer disbursed 
$251,800.48 as shown by Statement 2—$14,318.09 more than 
he received during the year. $123,090.01 was expended to 
operate the various City departments as set forth on Statement 
4. $11,779.39 was paid out for interest on the bonds outstanding 
(not including the Water Bonds) and the temporary loans in 
anticipation of taxes. $8,376.49 was paid for State Highway 
and School tax and $888.78 for County tax and County Farm 
Bureau. During the year $5,000, New School Bonds issued in 
1911, $7,000. New Street Bonds issued in 1915, and $5,000. 
New Street Bonds issued in 1924—a total of $17,000.00—were 
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paid off. This was practically 1-20 of the entire bonded indeb- 
tedness of the City, including the Water Bonds. The temporary 
loans in anticipation of taxes were repaid. $19,775.84 was spent 
for sewer construction and $560.11 for construction of new 
streets.. For the operation and maintenance of the Water De- 
partment $9,729.86 was expended and $2,600. was paid for in- 
terest on Water Bonds. 

We examined all the checks drawn by the City Treasurer 
during the year and returned by the banks and satisfied ourselves 
that all payments were for bills which had been properly ap- 
proved by the City Manager and the Finance Committee. We 
examined the bonds which were retired and the paid interest 
coupons, all of which were found to be properly cancelled. The 
warrants issued for temporary loans were also examined for au- 
thority to issue and for payment. 


BALANCE SHEET. 
CASH ON HAND AND IN BANKS. 


The cash in the City Treasurer’s office was counted on 
January 14, 1927 and the amount on hand as at the end of the 
year determined. The amounts on deposit in the banks were 
verified by reconcilement of the amounts reported by the banks 
and shown by the City Treasurer’s records. The certificates of 
deposit were examined. On. December 31, 1926 there was 
$25,833. 14 cash as follows:

There is a balance in the amounts reserved for abatement of 
taxes for the year 1926 of $526.30, for the year 1925 of $201.18, 
but nothing for the other years except 1922 which has a balance 
of $104.16.

The major part of the uncollected taxes in the earlier years 
is due from the Universalist Society and the Royce Estate.

The uncollected sewer assessments have not been reduced at 
all for the past three years. We verified the total due on street 
sprinkler assessment by taking a total of the amounts due from 
individuals. 


UNCOLLECTED DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


The amounts shown as due from uncollected departmental 
accounts were proven to be in agreement with the total of the 
amounts due from individual taxpayers.

The amounts due from individuals on account of unpaid 
water rents were totaled and the sum found to be as shown in the 
Balance Sheet. The amounts due on account of miscellaneous 
Water Department service charges were likewise verified. 


GENERAL ACCOUNT SURPLUS 


The General Account surplus was reduced again this year, 
being $9,070.91 at the end of the year as compared with $13,- 
660.57 at the beginning of*the year and with $21,224.79 at the 
beginning of 1925.

The maintaining of our dirt and gravel streets was a severe 
test to the Department this season. The heavy rains during the 
summer washed out many of the hill streets about the city, and 
the expense of resurfacing and cleaning was very high, con- 
sidering the material benefits shown. 

The new road roller purchased this spring was a much 
required help to the Department, and this coming summer it is 
expected to do considerable resurfacing with this machine. 

The damage done to the Rugg brook bridge and South Main 
Street roadway was a heavy loss to the city, but was lightened 
somewhat by the state aid given us. The new cement box 
culvert built to replace the stone arch should avoid any more 
trouble at this point. The usual dust laying was done last 
summer and twelve of the city streets were resurfaced with 
gravel.

The Sewer Department has largely a regular routine work in 
any city, and the usual flushing of all trunk lines was done each 
month. Seven new large catch basins were built and three new 
manholes were constructed. The heavy rainfall during the 
summer overtaxed our main or trunk line sewer and caused 
several bed difficulties. Many of the property owners were 
greatly inconvenienced during the hard storms but everything 
possible was done by the Department to correct the conditions. 


During the year the Department has relieved seventeen 
trunk line stoppages and twenty-nine house sewer stoppages.

During the year very little new work was done by this De- 
partment. Two new cement cross-walks were built, one at the 
Messenger St. School and one at Welden St. Nine new plank 
cross-walks were built on Elm, Stebbins and Oak Streets, and a 
new cinder walk was built on Barlow and Diamond Streets. 

Four tons of asphalt patching material were used about the 
City filling holes in the sidewalks, and two carloads of cinders 
were used at Rugg Hollow to replace the walk that was washed 
out. 

City Property. 


The store rooms under the City Hall have been completed 
and the materials are arranged in proper places. The usual stock 
is kept on hand and an inventory may be seen at the City Man- 
ager’s office.

The new Acme ten ton gasoline road roller was added to 
the city property last summer at a cost of $5,000.00, but an | 
allowance of $500.00 was given for one old steam roller, so the 
actual cost for the new machine was $4,500.00.

SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Honorable Mayor and Aldermen, 
City of St. Albans, Vt. 
Gentlemen :-— 


The Board of School Commissioners respectfully submits its 
annual report for the year ended December 31st, 1926. 

We desire to call your attention to the financial statement 
which is a part of this report. You will note that the estimate 
made for 1926 based on the Grand List of 1925 and other receipts, 
amounted to $55,021.94 and the estimated expenditures 
$56,120.78, leaving an estimated deficit of $1,098.84. With this 
condition facing us and the fact that we desired to restore some 
of the abandoned departments that had been petitioned for, 
such as Kindergarten, Home Economics and Mechanical Draw- 
ing, that we considered would be a great asset to the pupils 
desiring those studies, also to make extensive repairs badly 
needed in all the schools, we asked for and were granted a special 
tax of fifteen cents on the dollar of the Grand List, which we es- 
timated would bring our receipts to $63,399.34. But when the 
Grand List was filed we were disappointed to find it had de- 
creased some $3,500, owing to the new law on intangibles, and it 
reduced our income to $59,206.31, instead of $63,399.34 as we 
had estimated. You will also note our estimate on tuition was 
reduced nearly $1,000, due to the town maintaining more district 
schools instead of sending their pupils to the city. 

Beginning with the fall term we found the Red Cross and 
Parent-Teachers Association could not pay the salary of the 
school nurse and their portion of the music teacher’s salary, so 
found it necessary to take over that expense, as we did not feel 
we could dispense with their services. Then we encountered an 
overflow of pupils in the sixth grade when school opened for the 
fall term that made it necessary to employ another sixth grade 
teacher thus we took over the salaries of three extra teachers at 
a cost of $325.00 a month, beginning with September. 

We started the year with a deficit of $695.78 and closed 
with a balance of $1,056.96. We tried to curtail in every way 
possible to be able to carry over from the fiften cent extra tax 
received, a sum sufficient to cover the salaries of the three extra 
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teachers mentioned above for the balance of the school year, 
which is June 30, but were unable to do so. 


The estimated receipts for 1927 at the 85 cent tax rate, in- 
cluding estimate on Grand List increase, will amount to about 
$53,418.50, while the estimated expenditures amount to about 
$59,425.00, thus estimating a deficit of $6,006.50. It is very 
evident that we will need an additional 15 cent tax again this 
year, to maintain the schools at their present standard only, and 
make repairs to all the buildings that are absolutely necessary to 
make them sanitary and safe for occupancy. 

Our teaching staff numbers the same as last year with the 
exception of the sixth grade teacher mentioned. Some slight 
changes were made in the salaries of the high school teachers and 
a few in the grades according to shedule. Some of our teachers 
did not return this fall, having taken positions elsewhere, but 
we were fortunate in procuring competent teachers to fill the 
vacancies. 

It was with deep regret that we accepted the resignation of 
George S. Wright, Superintendent of our schools for the past 
seventeen years, as he had accepted a position as Superintendent 
of Schools at Windsor Locks, Conn. We feel we were very for- 
tunate in being able to engage Mr. Benj. P. Hamlin for the 
position, who came to us from Manchester, Vt., having served as 
District Superintendent there for a number of years and highly 
recommended by the State Superintendent of Education. He is 
acting in the same capacity as Mr. Wright, that is, Superintendent 
of the St. Albans-Fairfield Union District. 

We desire to call your attention to the reports of the Super- 
intendent and Principal embodied in this report. 

The Board desires to thank all members of the school staff 
for their hearty cooperation in the school work.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Board of School Commissioners, St. Albans, Vermont. 
Gentlemen: 


Five months hardly provide a background for more than 
first impressions. I find many points of excellence in the schools 
of this city and feel that my predecessor has left a record of real 
achievement. A very comprehensive system of pupil statistics 
and scholarship records is in force which is of great value to 
school officials and teachers. The use of travelling sets of sup- 
plementary readers has done a great deal to bring ‘‘Reading”’ to 
the place which this subject should occupy in every school system. 
Here, the taxpayer’s dollar has been made to yield a hundred 
cents. If the child can be given, early in his school life, a thirst 
for good reading and secure the ability to read rapidly with good 
comprehension, a corner stone for all subsequent education has 
been laid and his power to grasp all the other subjects taught has 
been strengthened at the start. 1 consider that most excellent 
results have been secured already in this respect. 

But in some other respects the case is rather different. 
The meagre supply and worn condition of the basal textbooks, 
the physical condition of some of the buildings, and the aban- 
donment of the public kindergarten and the course in domestic 
science all point to a lack of financial support which seems very 
_ unfortunate and rather unaccountable to a newcomer. Thruout 
the country two percent of the current expenses invested an- 
nually in textbooks has generally been found sufficient to maintain 
such in good conditions. Repairs often involve quite an outlay. 
But here, beyond a certain point, economy becomes expensive in 
the long run. In many of the buildings the window frames are 
rapidly deteriorating from the lack of putty and paint. The 
heating plant at the Elm Street School is barely adequate to 
carry its present load and requires most careful and constant 
attention during extreme cold weather. The situation at the 
Academy is scarcely better. 

The elementary grades now provide good instruction but a 
public kindergarten would lighten the starting load quite ap- 
preciably. At present, the first grade teachers at both the Barlow 
and the Messenger school are required to cope with enrollments 
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which are too large to give the best result and the previous prep- 
aration of the kindergarten would tend to offset this handicap. 
Teachers not only have to impart subject matter but must also 
become acquainted with the individual needs of each pupil. 
The Italian mother unwittingly expressed this admirably when 
she told the teacher, ‘‘I bring my Tony to school for you to learn 
him.”’ 


The Junior High School. 


At the other end of the elementary scale there is a need 
which the Junior High organization meets and practically solves 
in many places. Many boys and girls in the seventh and eighth 
grades, with the unrest of adolescence, lose interest in the sub- 
jects which they have studied hitherto. And, where the Junior 
High organization brings vocational training such as domestic 
science and manual training with their departmental teaching, 
these same boys and girls not only find a new interest in school 
work but take a fresh interest in the other subjects as well. 
The result is that, instead of dropping out at the end of the 
elementary course or on becoming sixteen years of age, they are 
willing and anxious to try the work of the Senior High. 

‘At present, the athletic program of the high school attracts 
many boys who might otherwise go directly into work and in- 
duces them to try and continue the work of the secondary school. 
But for boys and girls who may never succeed or excel in this 
line of endeavor the Junior High supplies a powerful incentive 
for continuing their education beyond the elementary grades. 

For years, the city of Springfield, Mass., has maintained 
three separate high schools—a Classical, a Commercial, and a 
Technical High. Our present high school offers excellent courses 
along the first two lines but is unable to provide for the boy or 
girl who cannot enter college and may not care for the life of the 
commercial world. And yet, born with an aptitude for technical 
work, they are also entitled to an adequate preparation for the 
class of work for which they are best fitted. It is to be hoped 
that our new academy made possible by the Bellows Fund, may 
be able to offer this vocational training. 


The Parent Teacher Association. 


The work and influence of the Parent-Teacher Association 
has been very successful in St. Albans. With the cooperation 
of the Board it has been instrumental in giving our schools the 
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benefit of a school nurse and a supervisor of music. Both of 
these officials are doing excellent work and are meeting a real 
and vital need. The full effect of their work is not realized at the 
start but will be noticed more and more as the years go by and 
the boys and girls who have had the benefit of this instruction 
take their place in the life of the community. Some things in life 
are felt rather than reasoned and the emotional side of man’s 
nature which is quickened by good music should be developed 
early. 

In many other ways this association is continuing to pioneer 
along new paths and is adding advantages which the taxpayer 
cannot be expected to provide but which are, nevertheless, of 
great benefiet to the boys and girls. 


Enrollment. 


The total enrollment remains about the same as that of a 
year ago. A small entering class has temporarily reduced the 
number of high school pupils but this will soon resume its normal 
figure with the larger numbers now in the elementary grades. 

The enrollment on the last school day of November was as

Overcrowding. 


It has been necessary to use the small room on the upper 
floor of the Fairfild Street School for an overflow in the sixth 
grade, there being nearly thirty pupils in this room at present. 
This grade will probably maintain its present enrollment next 
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year and the third division may have to be transferred to the 
Elm Street school as this extra room at Fairfield street will very 
likely be needed for overflows in the seventh or the first grade. 
Even now, there is a real need of an ungraded, or special oppor- 
tunity room, at the Fairfield Street school and it may prove best 
to organize this possible overflow as an ungraded room. This 
year, the enrollment in several of the rooms at Fairfield Street 
has occasioned serious overcrowding, at times. This has been 
met by the loyal cooperation of teachers and pupils but has, 
nevertheless, resulted in a lessening in efficiency and should be 
avoided wherever possible. 

In closing, I would express my appreciation of the cordial 
welcome which I have received from the teachers, members of 
the Board, and townspeople. I believe the city is fortunate in 
its school commissioners who are giving generously of their time 
in the effort to make the funds placed at their disposal go just 
as far as possible.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT. 


Mr. B. P. Hamlin, Superintendent of Schools. 


I have the honor of submitting my annual report as Principal 
of the High School. | 

The work of the High School for the past year has been 
successful as a whole. No great changes have been made either 
in the curriculum or in the general administration of the school. 
I was very much in hopes that at the beginning of the year it 
would be possible to re-establish the course in Domestic Science 
for the girls and to establish a course in Mechanical Drawing for 
the boys. Mechanical Drawing would be of great advantage to . 
the school. The conditions are especially adapted for such a 
course in St. Albans. As in all schools a large number of boys 
attend only one or two years and then go to work. In St. Albans 
alarge number of those who drop out enter the employment of 
the Central Vermont Railroad and a large number of these go to 
work in the shops, thus they would find that a course in Me- 
chanical Drawing would be of great advantage to them, however, 
lack’of funds prevented the establishment of the course this year. 

The maximum enrollment of the High School for the fall 
term was 282. Of these 144 were boys and 1388 girls. This isa 
trifle smaller than last year and was due to the small class which 
entered from the Grammar School. The number of non-resident 
students remains about the same. We may expect quite an in- 
crease next year in the enrollment which will bring the school up 
to over 300. 

As many of the rooms are badly crowded and many of the 
classes too large to do good work, I believe it would be advisable 
to increase the Faculty by one teacher, who should be able to 
give instruction in Mechanical Drawing and Mathematics. 

The attendance during the Fall term was exceptionally good, 
being 97.6 per cent for all students. 141 students had a perfect 
attendance for the Fall term. This is also a fine record. A very 
small number who entered in September have left school. Most 
of those who left had very good reasons, such as removal from 
city or sickness. 

The school still remains upon the approved list of the New 
England College Entrance Board, which means that a pupil who 
graduates from the St. Albans High School is admitted to New 
England colleges on this Board without taking any examinations.

The certificate of the St. Albans High School is also accepted 
for college entrance in almost all colleges outside of New England. 
There are some colleges, however, that do not accept the diploma 
of any High School and of course, students graduating from the 
St. Albans High School are required to take examinations for 
entrance to these colleges. 

To hold the diploma of the St. Albans High School does not 
mean that a graduate will be admitted to a college. First, he 
must have the required subjects. Second, he must have a stand- 
ing of 85 percent in these subjects in order to be certified too. 
Many parents do not understand these conditions. The Prin- 
cipal of the High School would be glad to explain them at any 
time. The college requirements are becoming harder each year 
‘and it is not a bad plan for a boy or girl who expects to enter 
college to take five years of preparatory work. He will find 
himself more mature and better prepared and the work of the 
Freshman year in college will be much less difficult. 

Reports have been sent to the parents, at least monthly. 
I wish it was possible to keep the parents better informed in 
regard to the work that we do but under present conditions 
about all is done that can be done. 3 

The social life of the school has gone along quietly. The 
usual Senior Suppers, Concerts and Debates have been held. 
The play given by the Senior Class last year was successful. 
The money obtained from the play was used in purchasing sec- 
tional bookcases for the school. I wish to thank the class of 1926 
for its kindness and generosity. 

In Athletics the boys have been on the whole successful. 
All the expenses of the athletics have been taken care of by The 
Athletic Society. The Athletic Society has also raised and spent 
about $600.00 in repairs and improvements upon Coote Field. 
The young ladies were successful in their Basket Ball. The 
school is greatly in need of a gymnasium where physical exercises 
and school activities can be held under proper supervision. 

The question of home study is still a very important one. 
Pupils can not expect to do the work well unless some time is 
given to the work outside the regular school hours. 

I wish to thank all those who have so kindly assisted the 
school in many ways, thus making the past year not only a 
pleasant one but also a successful one.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE. 


To the Superintendent of Schools. 


All routine nursing activities have been carried on in the 
public and parochial schools. 

A great deal of interest in the children’s weights is shown by 
the parents. All underweight children have received milk and in 
most cases a regular gain has been noted. 

Health lessons in the form of posters, talks, and stories have 
been taught the children. Each pupil has received a physical 
examination such as a nurse is authorized to give in the absence 
of a physician. Notices of all defects have been sent to the 
parents. 

Many visits each week are made in the home to talk over 
physical defects and to investigate absences. A marked improve- 
ment in attendance has been shown during the last year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Music in the first eight grades consists of two twenty minute 
or one forty minute lesson each week, given by the supervisor. 
In some of the grades, the work is carried on by the classroom 
teacher during the week. Part of the time is used for technical 
work but emphasis is placed on singing and enjoyment and the 
love of good music. During the year, occasional lessons in ap- 
preciation, including stories of the composers and their music, 
will be given. 

In the Fairfield Street School the supervisor conducts as- 
sembly singing one morning each week. 

The High School music consists of a chorus, two Glee Clubs, 
and an Orchestra. The Glee Club and Orchestra are elective. 

On December 15th and 16th a Christmas Operetta, ‘The 
Trial of John and Jane,’ was given at the City Hall by 273 
graded school children and a goodly sum of money was raised 
with which to purchase music supplies. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank Mr. Hamlin, Mr. Dickinson, 
and the teachers for their kind support which is so necessary to 
the success of this work.

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REPORT OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


To the Tax-payersof the City of St. Albans: 


The City Council begs to submit its annual report for the 
year ended December 31, 1927. 


The lighting system referred to in the 1926 report has been 
installed on Main street from Hoyt to Stebbin street, which has 
improved the appearance of our business section. Would re- 
commend the same system on Lake street from Main to Federal 
street, on Federal street from Lake to Kingman and on Kingman 
street from Main to Federal street, and put the fixtures now on 
Kingman street on the east side of Taylor Park where lights are 
badly needed. 


Fire Department. 


During the last year we have motorized our fire department 
with a new city service LaFrance Hook and Ladder Truck and a 
new chief’s car, which has done away with the horses. Our fire 
department is in excellent condition at the present time. 


Would recommend that a cement floor be laid in the station 
so that we will not have to use the street to wash the equipment 
and also put on hydraulic doors. 


Water Department. 


The water during the past year has been very good and no 
complaints have been made as to the quality. 


We purchased the farm near the lower reservoir which will 
eliminate the unsanitary conditions that have existed there. We 
also installed a Venturi meter at Barlow street school which gives 
the actual consumption of water at all times. Would recommend 
a survey of our water system this year as it is the only sure way 
of finding out if we have any stoppages or leaks that can not be 
located. All remaining cement lines should be replaced at once 
with cast iron pipe. 
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Street Department. 


We purchased a road machine this year that has greatly 
improved our dirt roads at a much less expense than it was done 
before. We built a piece of cement road on Allen street 950 ft. 
x18 ft. , feet at a cost of $6,264.26. $400 was given towards the 
payment of this roadway by the W. B. Fonda Company, $400 
by the St. Albans Grain Company and $10C by the Green 
Mountain Packing Company. This roadway was in very bad 
condition with a great deal of heavy traffic and the cement road 
was badly needed. Would recommend that it be continued up 
Welden street to Main street, which would relieve a great deal 
of traffic on Main street. 


Sidewalk Department. 


We laid new cement walks in various parts of the city to 
the amount of $13,000. This work should be continued as many 
other walks are in very bad condition. 


The city buildings and equipment are in very good condi- 
tion. You will note in our financial statement that all improve- 
ments have been made out of our current receipts for the year.

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CASH RECEIPTS 


As ‘shown by Statement 1, the City Treasurer received 
during the year 1927 $165,725.09 on account of taxes; $2,595.04 
from street sprinkling assessments; $1,132.85 from licenses: 
$242.60 from fines and costs; $586.00 from rents; $241.67 from 
interest on deposits; $1,487.20 from grants by the State; and 
$11,277.68 for services performed by the various city depart- 
ments; making the total amount received by the City Treasurer 
during the year from revenue sources $183,288. 13. 

During the year there was borrowed on temporary loans in 
anticipation of taxes $70,000. CO. 

During the year the City Treasurer collected for water 
rents $20,854.64 and for services rendered by the Water De- 
partment $2,281.24, a total of $23,135.88. 

The total receipts from all sources by the Treasurer during 
the year as shown by Statement 1 was $276,424.01. 

We satisfied ourselves that all the money which had been 
received was properly accounted for and deposited in the banks. 
We also satisfied ourselves that the amounts reported as having 
been received from the various sources were the amounts which 
should have been received, with the exception that in certain 
instances the amounts collected for rent of the city hall were 
not according to the schedule of rents which we understand to 
be effective. 

There was still uncollected at the end of the year a good 
many miscellaneous accounts receivable representing charges for 
work done by the different city departments and on which we 
have commented in our previous reports. 


CASH DISBURSEMENTS 


The City Treasurer disbursed during the year 1927, as 
shown by Statement 2, $284,885.02, which was $8,461.01 more 
than was received by him. Of the amount disbursed by the 
Treasurer $148,865.53 was for the operation of the various city 
departments; $11,333.42 was expended for interest on the 
bonded indebtedness and temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes; $277.93 was for county tax; $2,779.26 was for state high- 
way taxes; $5,558.53 was spent for the state school tax; $4,193.28 
was for the special state tax; and $18,000.00 was for the retire- 
ment of bonds; making a total disbursement of $191,007.95 for 
regular city activities. 


12 Annual Report of Officers 


During the year the temporary loans in the amount of 
$70,000.00 were repaid, making total disbursements from the 
general revenue of $261,007.95. 

For operation and maintenance of the Watet Department, 
the City Treasurer disbursed $21,277.07, and for interest on 
the water bonds he disbursed $2,600.00 a total of $23,877.07 
disbursed from the water revenue—making a grand total of dis- 
bursements for the year in the amount of $284,885.02. 

We examined all checks drawn by the City Treasurer 
during the year and returned by the banks and staisfied ourselves 
that all payments were for bills which had been properly ap- 
proved by the city manager and the finance committee. We 
examined the bonds which were retired and the paid interest 
coupons, all of which were found to be properly cancelled. The 
warrants issued for temporary loans were also examined for 
authority to issue and for payment. 


BALANCE SHEET. 
CASH ON HAND AND IN BANKS 


The cash in the City Treasurer’s office was counted on 
January 16, 1928 and the amount on hand as at the end of the 
year determined by adjustment for deposits which had been 
made in the banks subsequent to the close of the year and for 
receipts during the same period. The amounts on deposit in the 
banks were verified by reconciliation of the amounts reported by 
the banks and shown by the City Treasurer’s records. The 
certificates of deposit were examined.

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UNCOLLECTED TAXES 


The uncollected taxes at the end of the year amounted to 
$2,902.55, against which there has been reserved for abatements 
$1,010.67, making a net amount anticipated to be further col- 
lected on account of taxes of $1,891.88. Some of these uncol- 
lected taxes run back to the year 1916, although there is still 
uncollected on account of 1926, 1925 and 1924 $2,281.02 gross. 
We have previously commented on the advisability of carrying 
the old uncollected tax balances because they do not appear to 
be collectible and if they are not collectible they should not be 
considered as assets. We verified the amount of taxes laid for 
the year 1927 by examination of the listers’ records. The un- 
collected balances we verified by proving a list of the balances 
uncollected from the individual taxpayers with the amount 
shown on the Balance Sheet. 


UNCOLLECTED SEWER AND SPRINKLER 
ASSESSMENTS 


We verified the amount shown as due on assessments for 
street sprinkling by satisfying ourselves that the total was in 
agreement with the amount shown as uncollected from individ- 
uals against whom the assessments were made. 

Apparently but $3.00 has been collected on the oustanding 
sewer assessments which in our previous report we stated had 
not been reduced at all for the past three years. 


UNCOLLECTED DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


The amounts shown as due from uncollected departmental 
accounts were proven to be in agreement with the total of the 
amounts due from individual taxpayers. 


SPECIAL FUNDS 


In addition to the fund which has been carried for a con- 
siderable time, arising from the escheat of the Laird Extate 
which now amounts to $1,237.22, there is a fund of $100.00 
known as the Sarah A. Greene Trust Fund which is for the 
perpetual care of a cemetery lot. 


UNCOLLECTED WATER RENTS 


We verified the amounts shown as due from individuals on 
account of unpaid water rents by proving the total shown as due

from the different individuals to be in agreement with the 
amount shown on the Balance Sheet. Theamountsdue on account 
of miscellaneous Water Department service charges were like- 
wise verified. : 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 


At the end of the year there were vouchers unpaid in the 
— total amount of $4,808.11, $4,741.32 of which was for the gen- 
eral account and $66.79 for the water account. We verified the 
amount of unpaid bills by examination of the vouchers them- 
selves and by taking a list of the open items in the Voucher 
Register. The distribution of these unpaid vouchers between 
the different departments is shown on Statement 4, in addition 
to which there was unpaid the amount appropriated for county 
supervision (Farm Bureau), $907. 69. 


RESERVES 


The amount shown under Reserves represents balances of 
appropriacions which are not available for the general fund 
amounting in total to $3,604.66. 


GENERAL ACCOUNT SURPLUS 


The General Account Surplus has been reduced again this 
year so that according to your records there is no actual surplus 
but a deficit of $279.67. The surplus was reduced in 1926 by 
$4,195.05 and in 1925 by $8,538.69 and this year by $9,350. 78. 
We repeat a statement which we included in our report last year, 
adding to it similar figures for the year 1927.

This statement shows that while the revenue has increased 
each year, the increase being due principally to the income from 
taxation, the cost of carrying on the governmental activities has 
also increased so that it has been necessary to deplete the surplus. 

Under your method of accounting the term ‘‘surplus’’ is 
possibly misleading because it merely represents the difference 
between your current assets, or the amount which you have on 
hand in the form of cash and uncollected accounts which you 
anticipate will be converted into cash, and the amount which is 
owed on accounts payable or on unappropriated balances. The 
usual understanding of the term ‘‘surplus’’ is the excess of the 
value of the things owned by an individual or a corporation and 
the amounts which that same individual or corporation owes. It 
includes not only the cash and the accounts receivable which 
_are supposed to be convertible into cash but also the capital 
assets, as buildings, machinery, automobiles, tools, etc. In 
your accounting, however, the value of the capital assets owned 
by the city is not taken into consideration when determining the 
surplus so that it is misleading and confusing to say that the 
surplus has been reduced in any particular period. 

We have said that according to your records your surplus 
was decreased during the past year by $9,350.78, yet that state- 
ment does not take into consideration the additional assets which 
the city has acquired during that same period. Specifically, 
some of those assets are as follows: 


Fire Ladder Truck acquired at a cost of $9,800.00 
Fire Chief’s Car acquired at a cost of 1,100.00 
Graham Truck acquired at a cost of ; 1,400.00 


There was also appropriated for the construction of a new 
road on Allen Street $4,000.00 and for new sidewalks $6,000.00, 
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making a total of something in excess of $22,000.00 which was 
expended for new equipment and improvements during the year. 
There can be no question that the construction of a new road- 
way or the building of new sidewalks or the installation of a new 
street lighting system or the motorization of the fire fighting 
equipment is an asset, and to say that the surplus of the city has 
been depleted during any year because those improvements 
were made is confusing. 


As Chart 1 we have attempted to show in graphic form a 
comparison of the amounts expended by the various city de- 
partments during 1927 as compared with the amounts expended 
by the same departments in 1926 and in 1925. On that Chart 
the solid lines represent the differences between the amounts 
expended in 1927 and in 1926, and the broken lines represent 
the amounts expended in 1927 in excess of the amounts expended 
in 1925. The extension of the lines to the right represents the 
expenditures during 1927 in excess of the amounts in the prior 
years, and the extension to the left represents disbursements in 
less amount than in the previous years. 


From that chart it will be evident that the greatest dif- 
ferences are in the Fire Department, Street Department, and 
Sidewalks Department, although there are some material dif- 
ferences in the Sewer Department, Charities and Corrections, 
Schools, and City Property. 

This chart indicates that during 1927 there was expended 
by the Fire Department approximately $14,000.00 more than 
was expended by that same department in either 1926 or 1925, 
and that the Street Department expended $3,000.00 more during 
1927 than in 1926 and $9,000.00 more than in 1925. In the 
same manner it is evident that the Sidewalks Department ex- 
pended $13,000.00 more in 1927 than in 1926 and practically 
the same amount more than in 1925. In 1925 and 1926 the 
amount expended for the construction of new streets and new 
sidewalks was provided from the proceeds of bonds issued, but 
during the year 1927 those improvements had to be financed 
out of the current revenue and to a considerable extent the ap- 
parent reduction in the surplus is attributable to that fact. 


WATER ACCOUNT SURPLUS 


The Water Account Surplus was decreased during the year 
$224.47, but what has been said regarding the General Account 
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Surplus is applicable to that account because during the past 
year the farm adjacent to the reservoir was acquired at a cost of 
$7,000.00 and no record is made of that additional asset. 

During the year $18,000.00 of the funded indebtedness of 
the city was retired from the current revenue, so that there are 
at present outstanding bonds in the amount of $314,000.00, 
£249,000.00 of which are payable from the General Account and 
$65,000.00 from the Water Account.

During the last year much repair work was done to our 
city streets in both wards; the new gasoline Road Roller has 
been one of the most needed pieces of equipment that was re- 
quired, and with it much road work was done at a very reasonable 
cost. This machine, with the new Gasoline Road Grader, gives 
the city the best possible equipment, and in the coming years 
much needed maintenance work will be done. During the last 
year the following streets were resurfaced, rolled and regraded: 

North Elm Street, Lake to Pearl. Walnut Street, Russell 
Street, Edward Street, Spruce Street. Welden Street, from 
Allen to Lincoln Avenue, (Except the hill just above South 
Main Street.) Brainerd Street, from High Street to North Main 
Street, Rugg Street. Lincoln Avenue, from Rugg Street to 
Welden Street. Lincoln Avenue, from Bank to Congress Street. 
Barlow Street, from Welden to Diamond Street; Diamond Street, 
Hoyt Street, Oak Street and a part of Farrar Street. 


Last fall the joints on the cement streets were re filled with 
asphalt material, and those streets were inspected to note any 
defects and it is very pleasing to report that these streets are 
standing up away beyond our expections, and to date only fifty- 
five dollars ($55.00) has been spent on maintenance of North 
Main Street. This was the first of such street work undertaken 
by this city, and is a proven fact that reinforced cement is the 
only material to build heavy duty streets with in the section. 
Only a small piece of new cement was laid last summer, but this 
was placed in a much needed spot, and tying up Catherine Street 
with Allen Street, with a 7” reinforced cement roadway has done 
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much to improve the traffic and heavy freight conditions in the 
freight yard section where most of the freight car loading and 
unloading is done. The costs, maps and material used in this 
work are on file in the City Clerk’s office. Many of the residents 
continue to realize the benefits derived from oiling the dirt or 
gravel streets, and last summer three tank cars of asphalt and 
No. 4 road oil was used and paid for by the property owners. 
This is an excellent substitute for paving, and promotes more 
healthful conditions. All the hard surfaced streets were cleaned 
when necessary, and the business section of our city was given 
special attention. This year, for the first time, it was found 
necessary to have the men and equipment clean the business 
section Sunday mornings early, as the large crowds of people who 
park Saturday evenings made this a necessity for clean ap- 
pearances Sunday.

The work in this department for the past season has been 
mostly routine and very little new main line work has been 
done, but the department has been making a special effort to 
rearrange the catch basins, replacing many of the small size 
basins with the new 28” standard brick basins. During the season 
seventeen of these new large size catch basins were built in dif- 
ferent sections of the city at a cost of about $100.00 each and 
three new brick manholes were built on North Elm, Lincoln 
Avenue and Allen Street at a cost of about $200.00 each.

During the year a new 6” Universal Cast Iron Main was laid 
on Rublee Street a distance of 387 feet. This new main replaced 
a 3-4"”pipe line that wastoosmall to furnish water to the houses 
on this street. All new house services were laid on this job, and 
it is expected to finish laying this main to connect with the 4” 
cast iron main on High Street. A new 2” galvanized wrought 
iron main was laid on Savage Street a distance of 288 feet. This 
new line replaced a 3-4” line that was rusted out, and the houses 
on this street were unable:to get water. A new 2” galvanized 
wrought iron main was laid at Dr. Berkeley’s new dwelling on 
Fairfield Street. A distance of 700 feet connections were made 
and left for nine more houses which it is expected will be built 
soon. The city furnished the pipe for this job, and the owner of 
the property did the digging and backfilling. A new 6” cast iron 
main was laid on Prospect Street a distance of 500 feet to a new 
house which will be built in the spring. This will be a new street 
in the near future. The city furnished the pipe for this job and 
the owner did the digging and backfilling. The department 
installed a new 6” cast iron service at the car barn, a distance of 
34 feet, where a new Auto Garage is situated, and twenty-one 
new house services were installed for new buildings built during 
the last summer. The department also renewed thirty-eight old 
14” house services for new 1” standard services. A new Venturi 
Meter was installed at Barlow Street, and this was a much re- 
quired piece of equipment, as much valuable information is ob- 
tained from its use. The farm buildings, and fifty acres of land, 
at the reservoir at Fairfax, were purchased and is the greatest 
health improvement to our water supply that could have possibly 
been secured. The department immediately began a reforesting 
program, and last spring 1,000 young Norway Spruce trees were 
set out. More than 90 per cent have taken root, and 5,000 more 
have been ordered for setting out in the coming season. 

For the first time in several years it became necessary to 
use the water from Silver Lake, as the two reservoirs at Fairfax 
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were very low, and during a period of five weeks the water at 
Silver Lake was lowered but three feet. This line is in excellent 
condition, and is kept under constant supervision. Repairs to 
the fence at a part of this body of water is all that will be required 
this next season. During the summer three new standard Corey 
Hydrants were installed at North Elm and Aldis Streets, at 
Allen and Stebbins Streets and one on Lake Street in front of © 
Finn’s meat market. The department made repairs to seventeen 
main line breaks during the year, and eight house services were 
repaired. The usual flushing of mains was made, and a constant 
record is kept of the pressure at the City Hall.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER OF THE FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 


To his Honor the Mayor and City Council, 


Gentlemen:—It gives me pleasure to submit herewith my 
report for 1927 and my recommendations for 1928. 

The department consists of six permanent men and twenty 
call men, officered as follows 


Chief Engineer—Thomas D. Keery, 
Ist Deputy Chief—R. H. Sweeney 
2nd Deputy Chief—G. P. Derick 


Since my appointment on January 15th, as Chief of the St. 
Albans Fire Department, I have had and greatly appreciate the 
co-operation of the City Council, citizens and members of the 
department. I would also like here to mention the good work 
done by night patrolman R. B. Sullivan on several occasions. 
| Following you will find statements giving number of alarms, 
cause of alarms, work done by the department, expenditures, 
and report of fire alarm system. 

During the year of 1927, many necessary changes and im- 
provements have been made in the station. Repairs were made 
by the permanent men of the department at a great saving of 
expense, and are as follows: 

Remodeling of apparatus floor to house the new ladder truck. 

New wiring and electrical fixtures installed to meet the re- 
quirements of the National Board of Underwriters. 

Painting and renovating both floors, including the Chief’s 
apartments. 

The heating plant has been put in A-1 condition, such as 
replacing new pipes where necessary. 

It was necessary to purchase new beds and equipment. 

Many other improvements have been made, putting the 
station in good condftion, with the exception of the apparatus 
floor. I would recommend a cement floor and new doors. The 
present floor being of wood, it is necessary to wash the apparatus 
on the sidewalk in front of the station. Not only is this incon- 
venient for the best upkeep of the equipment, but very molesting 
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for the pedestrians, as they are forced to the road in order to 
pass. 

A new roadster was purchased in May and a new Ameican 
LaFrance City Service Ladder Truck was added in July. Both 
were needed and are a great asset to the department, as the cost 
of keeping horses for 1926 and 1927 was $703.09 against $161.90 
for all three pieces of motor equipment. 

The present air-pump of the fire alarm system is very old, 
and in a bad condition, and will have to be replaced soon. 

The roof of the station is in very bad condition, and without 
any doubt, will have to be replaced this year. 

The fire alarm system outside of the station is in the best 
condition possible. New wire has been run on South Main 
Street, from Stebbins to Fairfax Street; from Main up Welden, 
over Lincoln Avenue to Rugg Street; from Hoyt over Main, up 
Newton, over Messenger to Farrar Street, where a new box has 
been installed. From High Street, up Congress, over Smith to 
Bishop Street, where a new box has been installed, and then new 
wire down to High Street. All boxes have been rearranged to 
simplify the system. A small truck is needed for work on the 
fire alarm system, as much tree trimming has to be done to keep 
the fire alarm system in the best working condition, and we have 
no means of carting the debris away. 

Your fire department is a department of Public Safety, and 
I believe and recommend that three more permanent men be 
added to the department. This would do away with a large 
number cf call men, and the permanent men could be better 
drilled to do the work that they are called upon to do, thus making 
your fire department more efficient. 

There were 9 bell alarms, 118 telephone calls, and 3 still

REPORT OF CITY ATTORNEY. 


To the Honorable City Council: 


I beg leave to submit through you, to the legal voters of the 
City, this my annual report as city attorney. 

About the usual number of suits have been brought during 
the year for the collection of taxes and sidewalk assessments. 
Most of them have been satisfactorily settled. There are a few 
sidewalk assessments remaining unpaid for the collection of 
which suits will have to be instituted. 

A County Court replevin suit was brought against the 
Village of Hardwick to recover the old hook and ladder truck 
which the Village of Hardwick claimed to have purchased, but 
before service of process this matter was satisfactorily adjusted, 
much to the credit of both communities. 

George H. Hersey brought an action against the City to 
recover the balance claimed his due for the installation of a 
boiler at the City Hall. One or more of its sections apparently 
proved defective but whether this was the result of improper use 
of the boiler or a defect in the casting was somewhat doubtful. 
In either event, before trial of the case was had the parties wisely 
settled the same. 

Since February 27th, 1897, there has been pending in the 
court of chancery of this county a suit involving the Bellows 
Free Academy fund. This fund matured October 18, 1926. 
Much time has been spent by me during the year getting matters 
into shape so that a proper and satisfactory decree both to the 
City and Town of St. Albans could be obtained from the Court 
so as to make the fund available for use. This has been finally 
accomplished and I am now pleased to report that all obstruc- 
tions of a legal or equitable nature, so far as I know, have been 
removed and a new academy building is assured. 

There has been only a few violations of our city ordinances 
which have been brought to my attention and these have been 
prosecuted and a conviction had in each instance.

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SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Honorable Mayor and Alderman, 


City of St. Albans, Vt. 
Gentlemeéen:— 


The Board of School Commissioners respectfully submits its 
annual report for the year ended December 31, 1927. 


Your attention is called to the financial statement embodied 
in this report and note that we estimated an income of $53,418.50 
based on 85 per cent of the Grand List, but actually received an 
income of $60,691.43, due to the vote of the people granting us 
an extra tax of 15c. which increased our income $7,921.99. 


_ Our expenditures were not as much as we estimated. Owing 
to the mild winter last year we carried over quite a little coal 
which enabled us to save some $600 on the amount purchased 
for this school year. Some of our teachers that left at the end of 
June were paid higher salaries that we are paying those engaged 
to fill their vacancies and our actual expenditure on teachers 
was about $400 less than we estimated. We received $400 more 
on tuition than in 1926 and saved in other departments where we 
found we could by close figuring, so with our surplus of last year 
of $1,056.96 and this year’s surplus of $2,180.32 we closed with 
a cash on hand of $3,237.28. 

This surplus of $3,200 should be expended for repairs that 
are necessary. A fence should be built between the Elm street 
school and the Holy Angels Convent grounds, Rev. Desrochers 
being ready to share with the city their portion of the expense. 
The heating apparatus at Elm Street needs attention and we 
recommend that a large chimney be built through the center of 
the building. The floors are in bad condition and in some of the 
rooms new floors should be laid. 

At Fairfield street school, there is a leakage of water through 
the cement floor of the girls’ basement and will require quite an 
expenditure to relieve the condition, and painting will be ne- 
ceassry in several rooms. 

At Barlow Street school, one or two rooms will need painting 
and a vestibult built at the rear door. 
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Minor repairs will be necessary at the Messenger street 
school and plumbing in all the schools will need attention. 

Owing to an overflow of pupils in the high school, it was ne- 
cessary to employ a supply teacher in the English department, 
beginning October Ist. at a salary of $1,150 for the balance of 
the school year. Other than this teacher mentioned our teaching 
staff remains the same as last year. 

You will note that our estimated revenue including the 
surplus from this year will not cover the estimated expenditures, 
showing a deficit of $4,500, so it will be necessary for the in- 
coming Board to ask for a special tax and we recommend a 15c. 
extra tax to meet the requirements for 1928. 

The Board desires to thank all members of the school staff 
and the Parent-Teacher Association for their hearty co-operation 
in the school work.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of School Commissioners, St. Albans, Vt. 


Gentlemen: 


After a year’s sojourn many of the problems of the St. 
Albans schools begin to focus more clearly. But it is still dif- 
ficult to comprehend an apparent failure on the part of the com- 
municty as a whole to appreciate the full value of education. 


No monument which one generation can leave for another 
transcends that of an increased opportunity for social better- 
ment, spiritual and intellectual as well as economic. We may 
wish our children to win more of wordly goods but we should 
certainly hope to have them become finer men and women. And 
‘n so far as education can contribute to this aim, it should gen- 
erously receive the financial support of any community. 


Whenever an improvement is seen to be needed in the at- 
titude of the public toward the prevention of accident, fire, ill 
health or to increase its respect for law or the franchise, those 
who have the best interests of the coming generation at heart in- 
variably turn to the schools as one of the best mediums thru 
which to achieve their aims. 


I know that many of the people of St. Albans realize the 
true value of the school as a means toward these worthy ends 
but the financial support which the community as a whole now 
gives the public school system does not reflect this attitude. 


At present writing, there is ample justification for all possible 
economy but true economy considers other factors besides initial 


outlay and this sentiment in favor of unremitting economy in 
expenditure appears to have existed in antediluvian times. 


If the meagre educational opportunity now offered awakens 
and stimulates a thwarted desire for better opportunities, later 
on, it may spur the exceptional child to continue the search in- 
definitely and so serve some useful purpose. But the farseeing 
indomitable individual is all too rare and, by the time the average 
boy or girl is alive to their loss, their best opportunity has gone 
with the years of their financial dependence.

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The Special Opportunity Room. 


Communities no larger than St. Albans often maintain a 
class in which a pupil, who finds himself temporarily out of step 
in the home room, can secure special help in this emergency and 
often return in a short time up to grade again. Illness, transfer 
from one school to another, or a temporary difficulty with a 
certain subject often account for a pupil’s need of this education- 
al hospital. But, where the teacher is as over-loaded as are many 
of our teachers at the present time, it is impossible for this pupil 
to receive the necessary amount of individual help to enable him 
‘to make the grade.” 


The inferiority complex is by no means a creation of the 
psychiatrist’s imagination but is one of the genuine dangers of 
childhood which, detected in time, is often very easily overcome. 
But, once out of step and falling behind in this rigid overloaded 
system, discouragement soon slackens effort and the vicious 
circle begins all over again. It is not surprising that so many of 
these unfortunate pupils lose interest and only mark time until 
they reach the age when they can legally leave school. 


This year, we should have been able to supply a purely first 
grade room to absorb the overflow in this grade and, at the same 
time, provide more ample help for the less fortunate pupils who 
may now be forced to repeat their first year. The priming, or 
pre-schooling of the kindergarten is a great help in reducing the 
high mortality of the first year but, here again, we are helpless 
from lack of adequate funds. 


In the fifth, sixth, and even seventh grades the overflow has 
been so large, this year, that even a special opportunity room— 
badly needed in these upper years—would not have entirely 
solved the overcrowding at Fairfield St. 


High School Congestion. 


The situation in the high school proved to be even worse 
and an extra teacher had to be secured to equalize the teaching 
load and to keep this within proper limits. Where the pupil ad- 
vances by a unit-subject instead of an entire grade, many pupils 
are naturally in arrears so that adequate provision should always 
be made to insure them a reasonable opportunity to recover this 
lost ground. But, whenever the number of teachers is inade- 
quate—for the enrollment encountered this fall the state advises 
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no less than the number now employed—conflicts between 
classes, both of which the pupil may need, are unduly multiplied. 

Even with the addition of another teacher, it wa sstill nec- 
essary to refuse pupils who were not enrolled in the commercial 
course the privilege of electing stenography and typewriting. 
But one does not have to look forward to becoming a professional 
typist to feel the need of these skills. A pupil who is preparing 
for college may realize the advantage of shorthand and sightless 
typing in taking notes in a rapid lecture or in preparing his 
numerous themes or final thesis. Many pupils who have this 
equipment are able to partly pay their way thru college by 
custom typing. 


Next Year’s Overcrowding. 


We have had to be conservative and have not attempted to 
cross any bridges until we came to them but, if the city is to turn 
jts economic corner as we all hope and expect and if the slow but 
natural increase in enrollment does not halt, we can expect a 
more acute condition, next fall. 

This year, the overflow room at Fairfield St. has had to 
harbor an overflow from the Messenger first grade as well as one 
from the sixth grade at Fairfield St. and this combination of 10 
first grade pupils with 19 from the sixth is by no means ideal. 

It now looks as if we might have to either employ another 
elementary teacher, next year, or continue this unfortunate 
practice of doubling grades. The only room in our public schools 
which might house an additional teacher is at Elm St. and I 
understand that the present heating plant has never been able to 
properly warm this room. 

If we cannot have the kindergarten, the penmanship super- 
visor, the home economics, the manual arts, or the mechanical 
drawing which other communities of this size so commonly offer, 
it would certainly seem as if we should receive sufficient support 
to enable us to cope with this over crowding and remove some of 
the lock-step from the elementary years. 


Curriculum Revision 


A recent survey on “The Length of Elementary Education,”’ 
made by men of national renown in educational circles, points 
to a conclusion which may at first startle but which is neverthe- 
less well substantiated. Three counties in the state of Maryland 
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have been preparing their elementary pupils for high school in 
seven years while the rest of the state has run on the traditional 
eight year system. This experiment has continued until the 
product of these two types of elementary instruction have com- 
pleted high school and reached the colleges. 


It has been found that, while the 8-yr. product is a trifle 
more advanced and successful during the first year of high, the 
(-yr. system does adequately prepare for high school and by the 
time the college is reached there is no difference discernible in 
favor of the 8-yr. pupil. 

The committee in charge of this survey maintain that the 
time is now at hand when straight high school subjects should be 
offered to the pupil in the seventh and eighth grades and that 
these younger pupils are mature enough to handle these subjects, 
if revised somewhat with this end in view. This last fact is also 
established by the experience of three foreign countries: England, 
Germany and France. 


As many elementary pupils leave school on becoming sixteen 
years of age while still in the seventh, or even in the sixth grade 
and as there are many keen pupils who could do the work of the 
elementary course in six years, the curriculum of our own state 
is even now being revised with one of its aims that of making it 
possible for the average pupil to complete the minimum essentials 
of the elementary course within six years. 

This is not as radical a step as might at first appear. Basal 
Reading is now taught far more skilfully and rapidly than was 
the case a generation ago. Much has been and is being eliminat- 
ed from Spelling and Arithmetic, as rarely being required by the 
adult and as no longer necessary in the work of the elementary 
school. For we are coming to see that what is really needed is a 
more thorough mastery of a smaller body of essential knowledge. 

The nation-wide revision of the curriculum which has been 
taking place for several years will apparently result in a partial 
enrichment as well as a marked abridgement so that in the 
seventh and eighth years three parallel types of activity will be 
offered: (1) a review and amplification of the same body of 
knowledge hitherto pursued, (2) a new departure into voca- 
tional work, and (3) a start on subjects formerly reserved for the 
last four years of high. ; 

By this change the fast and slow groups will be allowed 
some latitude from the old rigid lockstep. The pupil preparing 
for college will save at least a year’s time or enter much better 
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prepared. The mortality between the elementary and high 
school will be greatly reduced. And the high school will have a 
much better opportunity to prepare for business as well as 
college. 


Enrollment. 


The figures given as enrollments in the report of last year 
were in error and were those of actual attendance. The 1926 
column, here shown, gives those enrollments correctly. 
The enrollment on the last school day of November 1927 
was as follows:

The high educational mortality of the first year and at the 
16-yr. limit is shown here by the drop from 122 in the first grade 
to 96 in the second and by the drop from 124 to 92 between the 
sixth and seventh years. This is encountered everywhere and 
is not the fault of any teacher. But systems which have the 
benefit of the kindergarten and the junior high organization are 
able to reduce this mortality. 


New Primary Schedule. 


To ease the strain of the child’s first year in school and to 
benefit the other pupils as well, many school systems in New 
England—in this state Burlington, Brattleboro, Springfield and 
a few of the smaller places—have broken the time left after New 
Years into shorter terms of from 6 to 8 weeks. 

During the fall term the children have the benefit of fre- 
quent holidays and the momentum acquired from the long 
summer’s play in the sunshine. But after January Ist the case 
is different. This year, we are dividing the 21 weeks remaining, 
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in the school year of the first four grades, into terms of seven. 
weeks with one week of vacation between each term. This 
change will not apply to any grade above the fourth. 


Standard Tests. 


The Burgess Silent Reading Test was given last year in 
grades III to VIII inclusive and the Otis Classification Test in 
the seventh and eighth. The former is an achievement test by 
which the attainment and progress of the pupil can be measured 
from year to year. Silent Reading is the foundatian of all school 
work and it is well for each pupil to see his individual acquire- 
ment in speed and comprehension interpreted by nation-wide 
norms, as well as in comparison with that of his classmates. 

The latter is a battery test designed to measure the effect of 
school training upon the innate mental ability by measuring the 
acquired knowledge and the thinking power of the pupil. The 
results of this test are being used to substantiate the more im- 
portant estimate of the teacher. In a doubtful case, a favorable 
result from this test might cast the ‘deciding vote in favor of 
promotion. Standard tests, if carefully given and as carefully 
used, are of decided value and it is to be regretted that time and 
expense do not permit us to employ them more often.

Lighting and Ventilation. 


The lighting and ventilation in the elementary buildings 
has not seemed entirely satisfactory at all times and, as these 
buildings will have to be used to capacity—and perhaps beyond— 
for some time to come, we are investigating these points to see 
if some improvement can be secured. 


Parent-Teacher Association. 


This association is constantly finding new ways in which to 
be of service to our schools. Without their untiring effort to 
furnish benefits, which the board is not in a position to provide, 
the boys and girls would have to go without many comforts and 
pleasures that contribute largely to their health and happiness. 

The active interest which is shown by this association in 
the welfare of our schools is one of the encouraging aspects of 
school work in St. Albans. 
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In closing, I would express my appreciation for the co-oper- 

ation which I have received from my fellow workers, members of 
the Board, and towns people.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 


January 30, 1928. 
Mr. B. P. Hamlin, Supt. of Schools, 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit for your consideration my annual report 
on the condition of the St. Albans High School. 

The year has passed quietly, nothing of importance has. 
happened to interfere with the successful progress of the school. 

On June 15, 1927, the largest class in the history of the 
school was graduated, 43 in number. Many of these graduates 
have entered different colleges or universities, while others have 
been successful in finding desirable positions. 

At the opening of the fall term, the school had the largest 
registration in its history, 306, of which 158 were girls and 148 
boys. The maximum enrollment of the term being 311. The 
attendance has been excellent as no epidemic has hindered the 
work of the school. At the beginning of the year, many classes 
were so crowded that the teachers were unable to do the work 
well. For this reason another teacher was added to the faculty. 
This has been of great value to the school and much better results 
are being obtained. The work of the extra teacher is almost en- 
tirely in English where most needed. As a rule, the most ex- 
perienced teacher cannot successfully conduct a class of more 
than 25 high school pupils. Above this number, some pupils. 
must suffer. To provide a room for the extra teacher, the 
equipment of the Domestic Science Room was removed and 
stored away for future use. 

One of the greatest needs of the St. Albans High School at 
present is the means of keeping the parent better informed as to. 
the work of his child. I might say a closer co-operation between 
home and school. The pupil should not be turned over to the 
school to be educated as the school sees fit. The responsibility 
should be shared between the parent and the teacher both 
working together. I have found that when things do not go 
quite smoothly, it is generally from lack of knowledge on the 
part of both home and teacher. I have also found that when 
parents know the exact conditions, they seldom fail to co-operate 
in every way. The only way we now have of keeping the parent 
in touch with the work of his child is by means of our monthly 
report cards and I fear the parent does not always see them. 
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If the principal had a clerk, who could assist in sending to the 
parents repeated reports as to the scholarhip, non-attendance, 
misconduct, tardiness, and many other things, it would certainly 
-be of great value to the school. 

The school has been placed upon the approved list of the 
New England College Entrance Certificate Board until 1930. 
‘This is the same as in several years past. A pupil who graduates 
from the St. Albans High School may enter without examinations 
any college that admits pupils on certification. This does not 
mean, however, that to hold a diploma of the St. Albans High 
School will admit him to college. It all depends upon the 
character of the work done by the pupil while attending the 
school. 

The question of home study is one that should be very 
seriously considered by the parents. The average student can- 
not do high school work without home study. I have been asked 
many times how long a pupil should study at night. That is a 
hard question because pupils differ in ability. I should say, 
however, that the average student should spend at least an hour 
oran hour and a half on his work outside of school. All the school 
can do is to place opportunity before the student. The pupil 
gets no more education than his own efforts produce. 

The social life of the school has gone along quietly. There 
has been the usual Senior Suppers, concerts, and receptions. 
The Senior class gave an excellent play last June and very 
generously placed the money in the hands of the principal to help 
build a gate on Coote Field. 

As a rule, the boys have been successful in athletics. The 
school is seriously in need of a man of the highest type and of 
the best ability who can coach the young men in their athletics. 
To me, athletics are of no value unless they raise the moral and 
educational standing of a young man as well as his physical 
standing. 

I wish to thank the Alumni Association for the interest 
shown in our school activities.. Our school is much better and 
is stronger for its loyal support and sympathetic interest. 

In closing, I wish to express my gratitude for the unfailing 
support and wise counsel which I have received from the School 
Board and Superintendent and also the hearty co-operation of 
the teachers of the school.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In addition to the routine activities of a school nurse we have 
already held, this year, clinics for the first grades at Barlow St., 
Messenger St. and St. Mary’s. Dr. Davidson and Dr. McCor- 
mick very generously gave their services and both clinics proved 
quite successful. In some cases parents had the physical defects 
which were found corrected immediately. : 

Early in the spring, we plan to hold clinics for the first grades 
at Elm St. and Holy Angels and to then include the new classes 
which are to enter in the fall. This plan gives the parents the 
benefit of the long summer vacation in which to correct any 
handicap which might interfere with the child’s progress in school. 

We wish that St. Albans might employ a regular school 
physician, if only for part time service.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent Schools: 


Music in the first five grades consists.of two twenty minute 
periods per week and of one forty minute period in the upper 
grades. 

This year, we are spending more time on note reading so 
that the pupils will learn to read music with a fair degree of 
skill before entering the high school. This work is carried on by 
the classroom teacher wherever possible. 

Familiarity with note reading is vital but, because the mu- 
sical activity common to all of us is that of listening and as the 
aim of public school music is to instill a taste for the best, we are 
endeavoring to give a course in music appreciation in all of the 
grades. We have some very good records at the Fairfield St. 
School and are encouraging the children to bring other records 
from home from time to time. 

Assembly singing is conducted by the supervisor one morn- 
- ing a week at Elm and Fairfield St. schools. 

Music in the High School consists of a chorus, a girls’ glee 
club, and an orchestra—all three activities being elective. Plans 
are now being made to organize a quartet. 

During November, an operetta ‘“The Land of Dolls” was 
given at the Messenger St. school and similar entertainments 
are to be given in the other schools. In this way, the parents 
are provided with a convenient opportunity in which to enjoy 
the results of this work, and less time is taken from the regular 
class work than would be the case where a public entertainment 
is given.

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REPORT OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


To the Taxpayers of the City of St. Albans: 


Upon taking office March 4, 1928 your City Council under- 
took an exhaustive study of the needs of the City—which cul- 
minated in the so-called five-year programme and extensive 
repairs to reinforcements to the water distribution system—both 
of these projects receiving an overwhelming vote of public ap- 
proval. These projects constitute the largest programme of 
improvements ever undertaken by this City. 

The five-year programme extends from 1928 to 1932 in- 
clusive and contemplates the construction of approximately ten 
miles of cement concrete roads and 10 miles of cement concrete 
sidewalks—in equal yearly installments. 

The financial structure, as originally made up, may be briefly 
stated as follows:

It will be noted that the bond issue of $350,000.00 covers 
road construction only. The sidewalks are to be constructed 


from current income. 


Although the 1928 season was far advanced before the 
Council was authorized to proceed with the new construction— 
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one mile of road was built on Cedar, Elm and Messenger Streets, 
and about two and one half miles of sidewalks, a detail of which 
will be found in the City Manager’s report. 
The Gas Company are constructing new mains and new 
house services to keep pace with the new street construction. 
It is hoped the 5-year programme will be carried forward to 
completion as above outlined. 


Water Department. 


Due to the inadequacy of the water supply for domestic use, 
as well as fire protection, throughout the City and particularly 
in the eastern or hill section, reinforcements to the water system 
were undertaken as mentioned in the opening paragraph. Most 
of this very important work was completed during 1928. Two 
miles of 16 inch main were laid outside the City limits from the 
Holyoke Farm to Barlow Stree 
within the City limits on Congress, Prospect, High and Newton 
Sts.—as well as many new house services laid in various streets. 
Refer to City Manager’s report for detail. 

Funds are available for completing the water system rein- 
forcements and we strongly recommend that this project be 
completed early during the present year. 

There is now a splendid water supply for fire protection 
throughout all parts of the City, so that no section is in danger 
from fire hazard. 

In carrying out both the street and water projects local labor 
has been employed to a large extent and in every case where it is 
practicable to do so. 

The water mains, which are the large item of expense in the 
Water Department, were purchased direct from the foundry by 
the City at what, we believe, to be the lowest prices in effect. 
For 175-lb. pressure pipe the prices paid are as follows:

Sewer Department. 


A storm sewer survey was made during 1928 by Metcalf & 
Eddy of Boston at an expense of $3,680.00. The report shows 
clearly and concisely what sewer construction should be under- 
taken to correct the present unsatisfactory condition and in- 
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dicates how finally the sewage may be properly treated after the 
storm water is no longer permitted to run into the house sewer 
system. 
Space does not here permit a lengthy discussion of this very 
important matter but the following brief summary will be of 
interest: 

About 40 years ago a house or sanitary sewerage system was 
constructed in St. Albans. For the purpose mentioned—namely, 
house sewage, the system is sufficient to answer the needs of the 
City for many years to come—until our population exceeds 10,000 
inhabitants. We have made the colossal error of connecting into 
this system from year to year a total of over 500 catch basins for 
carrying off surface water. As a result, several times each year, 
during times of heavy rainfall, the system is choked with surface 
water and in the lower sections of the City the surcharge of 
sewage in the system is forced back into the cellars of many 

residences and much of the surcharge is also forced through man- 
holes onto the streets. We are vainly trying to put a gallon of 
water into a pint cup. 


What we wish to emphasize is this: The fundamental error 
lies in attempting to put surface water into the house sewer system 
and the sewer pipes on every street in the City are too small to care 
for the surface water in addition to the house sewage: consequently 
we must sooner or later exclude the surface water from the house 
sewer system. 

We would recommend that the public be fully acquainted 
with the exact situation through a series of meetings with the City 
Council. If then it is decided that the City cannot afford a 
storm sewer system, steps should be immediately taken as the 
new roads are constructed to disconnect practically all storm water 
catch basins—constructing the hill streets with curbing and per- 
mitting the surface water to run on the surface of the roads. 


This, we believe, would be far more desirable than the 
present deplorable and unsanitary condition. | | 


Sheldon Poor House. 


The 1928 report of the Poor House Association indicates 
that this Institution is $32,000.00 in debt. Records should be 
kept to indicate the operation of the Farm. If it is found that 
the Farm cannot be operated at a profit, it should be discontinued 
—although in the opinion of the Council the Institution would 
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well serve the interests of its members if closer cooperation ex- 
isted between the town officials and the Poor House Board. 

Steps should be taken immediately to see that the debt 
against the Association is decreased from year to year and is 
written off in a reasonable length of time. 


Fire Department. 


Would repeat recommendation made by the 1927 Council 
namely, that a cement floor be laid in the Fire Station so that 
we will not have to use the street to wash the equipment. 

The Station should also be equipped with hydraulic doors. 


Street Lights. 


The ornamental lighting system was continued on Lake 
Street from Main Street to the railroad tracks; five new 1000 watt 
lamps having been installed. We recommend that this system 
be continued over Federal Street, from Lake Street to Kingman 
Street, and on Kingman Street, from Federal to Main Street; the 
ait lights now on Kingman Street to be placed on Church 

LEeeL, 


Soft Coal Nuisance. 


We believe that coal dealers and coal users should give most 
careful consideration to discontinuing the use of soft coal within 
the City limits. Excellent results are obtained from the use of 
Buckwheat Anthracite—at practically no increase in cost. In 
this way the soot nuisance can be entirely eliminated. 

We wish to thank the City officials and employees for their 
cooperation and helpfulness. 

We wish also to thank the public for the trust and confidence 
placed in the Council in the splendid support given to the projects 
of new construction.

We have made an examination of the books and records of 
the City Treasurer for the year ended December 31, 1928 and 
hand you herewith our report in the form of the following ex- 
hibits and statements, together with our comments thereon:

CASH RECEIPTS 


The City Treasurer received during the year $555,011.83 
from the sources indicated on Statement 1. That statement 
shows that $188,731.40 was received from taxes; $2,719.17 from 
street sprinkling assessments; $1,016.65 from licenses; $196.40 
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from fines and costs; $749.00 from rents; and $10,061.08 from 
payments made for services furnished by the different depart- 
ments. 

There was received from grants and apportionments from 
the State for sundry purposes $2,016.76. 

$117,262.02 was received from temporary loans, $71,000.00 
of which was in anticipation of taxes, $46,262.62 being tem- 
porarily borrowed to meet drafts and trade acceptances. 

$209,832.67 was received from the sale of bonds. During 
the year $215,000.00 bonds were sold at $96.44 plus accrued in- 
terest, yielding the above amount. Of those bonds $75,000.00 
were sold to provide funds for construction or improvement of 
streets; $125,000.00 were sold to provide funds for the improve- 
ment of the water system; and $15,000.00 were refunding water 
bonds. 

There was received from water rents $21,080.39 and from 
water maintenance revenue $964.63. Interest was received on 
water certificates of deposit in the amount of $381.66 making 
the total revenue from the Water Department $22,426.68. 

We satisfied ourselves that all the money which had been 
received was properly accounted for and deposited in the banks. 
We also satisfied ourselves that the amounts represented as 
having been received from the various sources were amounts 

which should have been received. 


CASH DISBURSEMENTS 


The City Treasurer disbursed during the year $447,360. 60, 
as shown by Statement 2, which was $107,651.23 less than the 
amount received by him, the excess receipts being represented 
principally by the proceeds from the sale of bonds which had not 
been used at the end of the year for the purposes for which they 
were acquired. 

Of the amount disbursed by the Treasurer $152,720.55 was 
for the operation of the various city departments, which was 
some $3,800.00 more than was expended for similar purposes 
during 1927. The above amount includes $4,741.32 paid in 
liquidation of charges which were properly chargeable to the 
operations for 1927 but which had not been paid at the end of 
that year. 

$11,026.05 was expended for interest on the bonded in- 
debtedness and on temporary loans in anticipation of taxes. In 
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addition to the amount actually expended, a small balance 
($70.01) which has been on deposit with the First National 
Bank of Boston for a number of years was applied to the bonded 
indebtedness. $14,262.69 was paid for county and state taxes, 
and municipal bonds in the amount of $17,000.00 were retired, 
bringing the total general revenue disbursements to $195,009.29 
as compared with the general revenue receipts of $205,490. 46. 

For the account of the Water Department there was paid 
for operation and maintenance $10,772.96 as compared with 
$21,277.07 for the year 1927. $66.79 also was expended for 
maintenance charges properly applicable to 1927 but which were 
unpaid at the end of that year. It perhaps is not precisely correct 
to compare the amounts expended for operation and maintenance 
from year to year, because under the method of accounting em- 
ployed items which might be considered construction items in 
one year would be classified as maintenance items in others. 
Interest was paid on the bonded indebtedness of the Water De- 
partment in the amount of $2,649.95, and $15,000.00 water 
. bonds were retired during the year. 

Temporary loans were repaid in the amount of $117,262.02. 

From the funds provided by the issue of bonds for the spec- 
ified purposes, $29,740.01 was expended for street construc- 
tion; and $76,859.58 was expended for Water Department 
construction. 

We examined all checks drawn by the City Treasurer. 
during the year and returned by the banks and satisfied our- 
selves that all payments were for bills which had been properly 
approved by the city manager and the finance committee. We 
examined the bonds which were retired and the paid interest 
coupons, all of which were found to be properly cancelled. The 
warrants issued for temporary loans were also examined for au- 
tority to issue and for payment. 


BALANCE SHEET 
CASH ON HAND AND IN BANKS 


The cash in the City Treasurer’s office was counted on 
January 21, 1929 and the amount on hand as at the end of 1928 
determined by adjustment for deposits which had been made in 
the banks subsequent to the close of the year and for receipts 
during the same period. The amounts on deposit in the banks

were verified by reconciliation of the amounts reported by the 
banks and shown by the City Treasurer’s records. The cer- 
tificates of deposit were examined.

UNCOLLECTED TAXES 


The uncollected taxes at the end of the year amounted to 
$3,239.70, against which there was a reserve for abatements in 
the amount of $655.50, making the net amount indicated as 
collectible from taxes $2,584.10. All of the uncollected taxes 
prior to 1921 (except $24.05 uncollected taxes of 1918) were 
abated during the year, and certain taxs for other years were . 
also abated; but there are still considerable amounts of taxes 
for prior years which are apparently uncollectible, and if it can 
be determined that they are uncollectible they should be abated 
in order that the amount shown as uncollected taxes may be 
realizable. 

The uncollected balances were verified by examination of 
the Tax Collector’s records and comparison of them with the 
records in the City Treasurer’s office. 
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UNCOLLECTED SEWER AND SPRINKLING 
ASSESSMENTS 


We verified the amount shown as due on assessments for 
street sprinkling by satisfying ourselves that the total was in 
agreement with the amount shown as uncollected from individuals 
against whom the assessments were made. Again there seems 
to be little, if any, change in the outstanding sewer assessments 
which in our previous reports we have stated have not been re- 
duced for a number of years. If these sewer assessments are not 
collectible they should be written off the records. 


UNCOLLECTED DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


The amount shown as due from uncollected departmental 
accounts was proven to be in agreement with the total of the 
amounts due from individual taxpayers. 


SPECIAL FUNDS 


We verified the amount of the special funds from escheated 
estates by examination of the bank books. 


UNCOLLECTED WATER RENTS 


We verified the amount shown as due from individuals on 
account of unpaid water rent by proving the total shown as due 
from the different individuals to be in agreement with the 
amount shown on the balance sheet. The amount due on account 
of miscellaneous water department service charges was also like- 
wise verified. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 


At the end of the year all charges against the city, so far as 
they had been recorded, had been liquidated. 


SURPLUS 
For the first time in a number of years there has been an 


increase in the Surplus account. The following table will show 
comparatvely the revenue received for each of the past four 
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years, together with the cost of governmental activities and the 
excess of revenue or cost of governmental activities for each 
year.

This statement shows that there has been a steady increase 
in the revenue of the City for the past four years, the revenue in- 
creasing from $135,526.12 in 1925 to $191,082.86 in 1928. The 
increased revenue has been due almost entirely to an increase in 
the tax rate which has risen from $2.50 in 1925 to $3.40 in 1928. 

The cost of governmental activities has likewise increased 
from $144,064.81 in 1925 to $172,248.99 in 1928. The cost of 
governmental activities in 1928, however, was less than the 
‘“‘peak’’ of $181,308.24 reached in 1927. The cost of govern- 
mental activities for the past year shows a decrease of almost 
exactly $9,000.00 as compared with the governmental activities 
for the previous year. But, as we have stated in our previous 
reports, this does not mean as much as it would appear to, be- 
cause under your method of accounting items which are really 
capital charges are charged against the current revenue for each 
year. In our report of a year ago, in commenting on the same 
subject, we mentioned that some $22,000.00 had been expended 
for new equipment and improvements which should legitimately 
have been capitalized. If similar expenditures have not been 
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made this year, the cost of governmental activities instead of 
showing a decrease of $9,000.00 have really increased by $13, 
000.00. 

We did not make a detailed analysis of the different depart- 
mental charges to ascertain whether they are current operating 
expenses or proper capital charges, because we felt that if such 
information was considered of value the proposed revision of 
your accounting system which was under consideration during 
the past year would have been put into effect. 


WATER SURPLUS 


The Water Department surplus has increased $9,558.93 
during the past year, but this is not an actual operating gain for 
the year because the figure is vitiated by crediting to Surplus the 
proceeds from the $15,000. 00 refunding water bonds. The actual 
revenue of the Water Department for the year was $22,331.26 as 
compared with the operating and maintenance charges of 

$27,458.33, indicating an actual reduction in the operating 
~ surplus of $5,127.07. 

We desire to take this opportunity to express our apprecia- 
tion for the assistance rendered to us by the City Treasurer’s 
office in carrying out the work of the audit and to again state 
that the records as maintained have been carefully and ac- 
accurately kept.

In the body of this report will be found recorded in con- 
siderable detail the items that comprised the schedule of public 
work accomplished by the City Administration during 1928.

During the last year the usual street maintenance was con- 
tinued and considerable resurfacing with gravel was done to the 
Lower end of Rublee Street, part of Barlow Street, Upper Welden 
and Brainerd Streets. The asphalt streets including Lake, King- 
man, North and South Main were extensively maintained with 
hot patch asphalt. The business section on Main street which 
was showing disintegration was extensively resurfaced from Hoyt 
Street to Fairfield Street with hot asphalt and piece stone. This 
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maintenance is rather expensive but will be necessary until the 
new cement streets replace the present asphalt roadways. 

It was necessary during the summer to redeck the Laselle 
Street bridge and to place new guard rails on the bridge at Welden 
Street. The usual maintenance to our cement roadways was 
done last fall and all the joints were refilled with joint material. 
The inspection of these streets makes it pleasing to report that 
our cement roadways are standing up to our expectations and 
the maintenance is very small. 

New street cross-walks signs were purchased during the 
year, also hydrant signs and about our business section all cross- 
walks and hydrants are properly marked with suitable signs.

Last year the citizens of this city voted on the construction 
program to build ten miles of seven inch re-inforced concrete on 
many of the streets of our city. A map and plan at the City 
‘Manager’s office shows in complete detail the streets that are to 
be built in the next few years. A detailed report of last year’s 
construction is herewith attached and shows in full the work 
that has been completed. The city is holding back approximately 
$2,500.00 on the contract price to protect us in case any poor 
construction is discovered in our new cement roadways. 

This program is one of the largest roadway construction 
programs ever undertaken by our city, and by the vote that was 
cast in favor of this plan it is a proven certainty that the citizens 
of St. Albans desire to and are going to have one of the best 
cities in the State of Vermont. 
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The added value of these streets as time goes on will be a 
tremendous saving to the taxpayers and they will have obtained 
100 per cent of the money invested. 

All maps, costs and materials used in the season’s construc- 
tion of the new roadways are on file in the City Clerk’s office.

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The work in this department as in the past few seasons has 
been mostly routine: No new main line work was done during 
the year. The department has installed and rebuilt seventeen 
new catch basins and seven new standard brick manholes with 
cast iron covers.

The water department has been called upon to exert itself 
during the year of 1928 to its utmost. Outside of the new water 
construction heavy renewals were made in the city in preparation 
for the new cement roadways. New water mains, hydrants and 
house services were placed on many of our city streets. Many of 
these renewals were made necessary to meet the requirements of 
the Fire Underwriters and also the recommendations of Metcalf 
& Eddy, Engineers of Boston, who made a complete survey of 
our water works. A full and detailed report of this survey is on 
file in the City Clerk’s office. The section of this report dealing 
in detail with water works points out a staggering total of new 
mains laid during 1928. The City Administration has given 
unusual study to the question of water supply and distribution 
of that supply throughout the city as demands present them- 
selves. Preceding is a list of streets where the new mains and 
house services have been placed during the summer, also a state- 
ment showing cost, quantity etc., of the new 16” cast iron Uni- 
versal water line which was laid by B. Perini and Sons, Inc., in 
September from Welden Street at the intersection at Barlow 
Street to the Holyoke Farm, a distance of approximately two 
miles. All plans, blue prints and information pertaining to this 
work are on file in the City Clerk’s office. 


This 16” main line improvement was one of the high spots in 
water works construction in our city in the many years and has 
done much to improve the low pressure area in the Eastern 
section of our city. We now feel assured that we have the ne- 
cessary water supply to combat any fire menaces, otherwise 
than very extraordinary, which might arise in the Eastern section 
of our city. Special efforts were made to make this 16” main 
line extension a perfect water works supply. Every effort known 
to Engineers and water service men was called upon in making 
tests and in the installation of this particular job. It is expected 
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during the coming year to practically complete all the water 
works main line extension that will be necessary for years to 
come. 

The department was called upon during the year to repair 
five main line breaks and eleven house service breaks. The usual 
flushing of hydrants and main lines was done during the summer 
and the regular routine work was done to the reservoir. Chart 
readings of the daily consumption of water in the city may be 
seen at the City Manager’s office. 

At this time I wish to take the opportunity to thank every 
member of the City Council for their assistance and counsel 
during the last year.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER OF THE FIRE 
_ “DEPARTMENT. . 


To his Honor the Mayor and City Council, 
Gentlemen :— 


I submit herewith my report for the year ending December 
31, 1928. 

The department consists of six permanent men and twenty 
call men officered as follows: 


Chief Engineer—Thomas D. Keery 
lst Deputy Chief—R. H. Sweeney 
2nd Deputy Chief—G. P. Derick 


During 1928 two members of the department have resigned 
and their places have been filled. 


I wish to renew the recommendations made in my report of 
1927, that, proper concrete floor be laid in the Fire Station, and 
that new doors be installed that will permit of the relocation of 
the apparatus and that will insure more certain departure of the 
trucks without damage to the building or to the trucks. 


And also that three more permanent men be added to the 
department to make for higher efficiency and better living con- 
ditions. 

I also recommend that suitable and modern ordinances gov- 
erning the Fire Department be adopted. 


The above recommendations are based on the fact that, a 
fire department must be kept to the highest standard if it is to 
function efficiently. 

Following you will find statements of the work done by the 
department, number of alarms, cause of alarms, report of the fire 
alarm system, and expenditures. 

A new line was built from Main and Welden to Allen, over 
Allen to Lake, down Lake to the City limits, and a new line from 
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Lake and Elm to Aldis was built. Box 51 was installed at the 
corner of Elm and Lassell Sts. A new line was also built from 
Lake and Federal to Deal Street. With the exception of the line 
from Main to Federal street, the line is now in Al condition. 

A new fire alarm box No. 4 was installed at the Hospital, 
and an auxiliary box on each floor of the building so that an 
alarm may be rung in from either floor. 

The old whistle valve was worn out and has been replaced 
with a new one. 

A new all electric air-pump has been purchased and will be 
installed as soon as possible to replace the one now in use which 
is in a very poor condition and in danger of seriously crippling the 
Fire Alarm System. 

A new roof was put on the fire station in June, the old one 
leaking badly. 

There were 9 bell alarms, 92 telephone alarms, and J1 still 
alarms during the year.

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REPORT OF CITY ATTORNEY. 


Lo the Honorable City Council: 


This department has had much more than the usual routine 
affairs to attend to during the year just closed. 

The refunding of a portion of our bonded indebtedness; the 
issuing of bonds voted at the special city meeting for public 
improvements—water and streets— as you are aware required 
much detail work. The making of the contracts, with the various 
contractors, to perform the work incident to such improvements 
has taken much time, thought and study. I wish to say, how- 
ever, in this connection that a great deal of credit should be given 
to our City Clerk, Mr. Hopkins, and his very able assistant, Miss 
Aher, for their efficient and pains-taking work in connection 
with the special city meeting and the various bond issues. 

The city has been defendant in two law suits, both of which 
were tried by jury at the September Term of the Franklin County 
Court. In one of the cases, that of Bradley v. the’ City, the 
question involved was the right of the city to charge tuition for 
the education of the Bradley children who are students in our 
public schools. The city claimed that the students were non- 
residents and therefore tuition should be paid. The court and 
jury, however, held otherwise. Exceptions were taken from this 
decision and the case is now pending in Supreme Court. In the 
other case, Dennis and wife v. the City, it was claimed that the 
city was maintaining and operating a nuisance at its stone ledge, 
on Aldis Hill, in that the blasting done there set up violent 
tremors in the earth which rocked the foundation walls and 
buildings of the plaintiffs, causing damage. This claim was 
denied by the city and after full hearing the case was decided in 
its favor.

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SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Honorable Mayor and Aldermen, 
City of St. Albans, Vi. 


Gentlemen :— 


The Board of School Commissioners respectfully submits 
its annual report for the year ended December 31, 1928 . 

The financial statement attached hereto is self explanatory. 
It would probably| not be out of place to explain the reasons 
that brought about the increase of nearly $3,700 in the 
actual expenses over the estimated expenses for the current 
year. The large item $1,081.89 was occasioned by the break- 
down of the furnaces at Fairfield Street School. An exam- 
ination disclosed that the heating system in that building 
had become so out of repair that it constituted a menace to the 
health of the student body. After a thorough investigaticn as 
to the best means to pursue, a contract was entered into with the 
Kelsey Heating Company to install two new units and to put 
into condition the remaining two units. This work was done at 
the contract price of $1,081.89 which was about $1,000 under the - 
other bids for the installing of four new units. It will be necessary 
at some future time to install two other units in this building. 

With respect to the Miscellaneous item, $700 of this expense 
was occasioned by the Board’s action relative to teachers allow- — 
ances at the University of Vermont Summer School. According 
to a ruling of the state, every five years a teacher must complete 
a course of study at an approved summer school. The Board felt 
that the city should stand a part of this expense and voted to 
pay $50.00 to those teachers completing the course. Fourteen 
completed the course satisfactorily. 

The item Repairs, was augmented by the necessity of relaying 
a major part of the brick work above the cornice on the Fairfield 
Street building and installing humidifiers in Messenger, Barlow, 
Fairfield and Elm Street schools. The Board feels that these 

humidifiers have been of great benefit to the health of the pupils. 

| It has been necessay to increase teachers salaries $1,295 .45. 
over last year, to carry on automatic increases in the grades, 
retain certain high school teachers and to provide for the extra 
sixth grade at Elm Street. 
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Expenditures for text books and supplies have been material 
ly increased to advance the efficiency of the lower grades. 

During past years these items have been kept at a minimum, 
hence to keep pace with the modern practice these items must 
be increased. 

During the coming year it will-be necessary to continue the 
repairs heretofore begun. 

In order to carry on the work of our educational system 
through 1929 at the present standard, it will be necessary for the 
incoming Board to ask for a special tax and we recommend a L5c. 
extra tax to meet these requirements. 

The Board expresses its appreciation to all members of the 
school staff and the Parent-Teacher Association for their hearty 
cooperation and loyal support.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Board of School Commissioners, St. Albans, Vt. 


‘Gentlemen: 


The present overcrowding in many of the elementary grades 
seriously impairs their efficiency and should be remedied with 
the start of another year. Apparently the normal growth of the 
community has now brought us to the point where we may 
expect larger enrollments—in all grades except the second, 
third, and fourth—than existing facilities can properly accom- 
modate. 

This fall, we again had to use the extra room at the Fairfield 
Street School for an overflow in the first grade and had to hold 
the sixth grade, originating on the west side, at Elm Street. We 
were able to avoid the necessity of placing two grades in the | 
same room, which was unavoidable last year, but have had to 
turn away pupils from the Town of St. Albans whom we would 
have been glad to have retained in the seventh and eighth, if we 
had been able to provide proper accomodations for the pupils 
within the city. Even by using the sixth grade room at Elm 
Street to its full capacity, we have had larger enrollments in this 
grade at Fairfield Street than is for the best interests of pupils or 
teachers. Every available room in our public school buildings 
has been in use, this year, and we shall probably require ad- 
ditional space next September. 

If the present high school building should be available for 
use by the elementary grades at that time, this problem of 
overcrowding would be solved, as far as room capacity 1s con- 
cerned. 


The Special Opportunity Room. 


A partial solution of this overcrowding problem might then 
be effected by organizing two special opportunity rooms. This 
would not only reduce the overcrowding but would invigorate 
the entire elementary system. 

One such room would afford some relief but, in a system of 
this size, two rooms—one for the lower four grades and another 
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for the upper four—are truly needed. The schools of Essex 
Junction with hardly more than 300 elementary pupils now 
maintain one such room and our elementary pupils now total 
nearly 850. 

Altho the advantages of this type of room were outlined 
more fully in the report of last year, it may be well to recapitulate 
briefly. Illness, transfer from another school, or even a tem- 
porary difficulty with a certain subject often account for the fact, 
that many pupils fall so far behind the rest of the class as to re- 
quire special help beyond the capacity of the regular teacher to 
give, if they are to have a fair chance to recover this lost ground. 

A year saved for even part of these pupils represents a dis- 
tinct gain in earlier earning power, as well as the avoidance of 
Sree discouragement and its attendant slackening of 
effort. 

Occasionally, there is an exceptional pupil who can safely 
complete the eight elementary grades in seven years and this 
opportunity room greatly lessens the dangers inherent in such 
an advance. While this is common practice in many systems 
today, we are not in a position to adopt this here without the 
aid of this special room. 

Two opportunity rooms would probably mean one more 
teacher than is now employed, but a progressive community 
should offer a reasonable opportunity to these pupils with special 
needs and we are unable to do this under the existing conditions.

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Vocational Training 


The sudden drop in enrollment which occurs between the 
sixth and the seventh grade is due to the fact that many re- 
tarded pupils reach the compulsory age limit while in the sixth 
and leave school for several reasons. A few of these pupils lack 
the mental ability to maintain the normal rate of progress, es- 
pecially at this higher level, and leave the scene of their dis- 
couragement with evident relief. Many of these attain a fair 
degree of success in everyday life which calls for other qualities, 
as well as those which make for success in school work. Others 
are forced to add their earning capacity to that of other members 
of the family at the earliest possible moment. But perhaps the 
largest group is composed of those who do not find the activities, 
which they need and crave, in the traditional studies of the 
elementary school. 


All of us learn by doing and the value of interspersing theory 
with frequent practice is evident. A reasonable program of 
manual work, economically conducted, has proven its worth so 
thoroughly that an already large and steadily increasing pro- 
portion of modern school systems now provide both manual 
training and domestic science for seventh and eighth grade pupils | 
and often include a few of the retarded and older pupils from the 
sixth. 


Vocational training for either boys or girls does not seek to 
turn out finished or even partly trained craftsmen as much as it 
seeks to stimulate and develop the full brain power of these 
mechanically minded pupils by appealing to that portion of the 
brain which is dominant. Again and again, it has been found 
that, with the relief and satisfaction that comes from genuine 
accomplishment along lines which interest, these pupils begin to 
do much better work in other more academic studies in the 
elementary curriculum. 


This is an age of tremendous expansion in all mechanical ac- 
tivities and the growing boy early senses the opportunity which 
is open to the man of mechanical ability and training. The finan- 
cial rewards now open to the specialist, who is skilled in electrical, 
automotive, and aeronautical lines, far exceed those now open to 
the average professional man. And the boy with this bent is 
eager to enter the training of the outside world when he finds 
that neither theory nor practice, that would lead along these 
lines, is offered by the school which he is forced to attend. 
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The Work-Study-Play program, originally made famous by 
the Gary schools, is now widely accepted as an ideal solution for 
the child of this day and age and is being put into practice as far 
as possible by nearly every forward looking school system. If 
the increasing enrollment of our elementary schools is to even- 
tually open the present high school building for the use of these 
grades, many of the benefits of such a program might be secured 
_for our seventh and eighth grades at an expense which would be 

amply justified. ay 

By virtue of the mechanical industries already located in St: 
Albans, this community should have more than the norma! 
number of children with an aptitude for this line of work. Chil- 
dren do not inherit the aptitudes of their parents alone but also 
exhibit those of their forbears farther back. But family traits 
often persist thru several generations and the existence of a given 
aptitude in the parent is often an evidence of its prevalence in 
the line of heredity. And St. Albans schools should make ample 
provision for the pupil whose aptitude is not confined to the 
traditional academic or more modern commercial lines. And 
the need for such training is fully as acute in the grammar grades 
as in the upper years of high school. 


The Conditional Certificate. 


Last June, the Limited Certificate, formerly issued to the 
eighth grade pupil who had not quite attained the passing grade 
of 70% in all the subjects required for full certification, was chang- 
ed to the Conditional Certificate. By this change the promotion 
from the eighth to the ninth, or first year of high, was placed on 
the same basis as the promotions between the lower grades. 


The holder of the Conditional is still allowed a reasonable 
opportunity in which to overcome his arrears. If, by the end of 
October he fails to secure a passing grade in ANY subject— 
regardless of whether this particular subject was successfully 
passed in June—and, if in the opinion of his high school teachers 
and principal, he does not give sufficient promise of being able to 
soon secure and maintain a passing grade in ALL of his high 
school subjects—he may be excluded from the high school at this 
time and, if under 16 years of age, be returned to his grammar 
school upon the decision of the superintendent, acting upon the 
recommendation of the high school principal, or, if conditions 
Warrant, be given a longer period of probation. 
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But, if this pupil secures a passing grade, in the four sub- 
jects normally required in any high school year, by the end of the 
first semester, he will not be returned to the grammar school even’ 
if his work in any, or all, subjects should fall below passing grade 
during the second semester. But a pupil, who is returned to the 
public grammar school, must again receive a full, or a conditional 
certificate, before being allowed to re-enter the high school at the 
beginning of another school year. 


Primary Schedule. 


The new schedule, which was adopted for the four lower 
grades, last year, and which divided the 21 weeks remaining after 
Jan ist into three terms of seven weeks each, proved quite 
satisfactory and will be continued. 


Ventilation. 


A serious attempt to improve the ventilation in the ele- 
mentary buildings has been made and, altho opinion may vary 
as to its success, we believe that substantial betterment has been 
secured. The stack heaters in the three primary buildings and 
the fan in the Fairfield St. building have been in operation while 
school was in session thus giving a more positive exhaust to the 
used air. Evaporating reservoirs, with automatic feed and 
emergency overflows, have been placed over the furnaces at 
Barlow, Messenger, and Fairfield St. and are being installed at 
the Elm St. school. More fresh air is being introduced at all 
these buildings. 


Changes in Personnel. 


The year has brought its changes. Three members of our 
staff resigned and we lost one of our janitors by death. 

After 44 years of continuous service to this city Miss Clara 
Bliss felt that she must seek a well earned rest. To the very end, 
her accomplishment was truly remarkable and it was with 
genuine reluctance that her resignation was brought to the at- 
tention of the Board and with universal regret accepted. May 
the closing years of this gracious life bring a fitting reward for 
the many years of self sacrificing service. Miss Bliss’ room has 
been taken by Miss Mabel Foster. 
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In the death of John Libbey a well spent life was brought to 
a close. His kindly smile was as much appreciated by his super- 
intendent as by the children and teachers. For 21 years he ren- 
dered faithful service and kept his building as clean and neat as 
was possible under the tread of so many youthful feet. He is still 
missed by young and old. Mr. Libbey’s place has been taken 
by Mr. Fred Wells. 

Miss Mackie’s place has been taken by Miss Helen Storms. 
The work of this department is developing along sound lines as 
is shown by the report of the supervisor. ; 

Mrs. Laura Sullivan continues the faithful service of Mrs. 
Martin. I feel that our school nurse has.done much to minimize 
the effects of the present epidemic of grippe and influenza upon 
our school system. The Medical Staff of our local hospital has 
again voted to continue their examination of our school children, 
gratis, and we take this opportunity to express our appreciation 
for such service. 

At present writing, Mr. Clark of the Messenger St. School 
is confined to his bed by serious illness. We hope that he may 
soon be able to resume work. His place has been taken, tem- 
porarily, by Mr. Herbert Holland. 

Another and former member of our staff of janitors, Mr. 
Turner, is still confined to his home by a lingering illness. He 
gave the Elm St. School the same devoted service that was given 
by Miss Bliss. St. Albans has indeed been fortunate in its public 
servants. ) 


Improvements. 


Much has been accomplished along this line during the last 
year but there are several points where additional improvement 
is needed. The operation of the ventilating valves at each of the 
three primary buildings could be simplified by a few minor al- 
terations. The girls’ playroom at the Fairfield St. School needs 
resurfacing and a better system of under drainage, so as to do 
away with the seepage which seriously interferes with the use of 
this play space. The basement windows on the east side of this 
building should be protected from the constant danger of break- 
age which is due to merely normal use of the playground. The 
Elm St. playground is in need of see-saws and swings similar to 
those in operation at Barlow and Messenger St. Thanks to the 
grove of maples in front of this building, it should be an easy 
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matter to install a few swings which would greatly add to the 
happiness of the children who attend this school. 


The Parent-Teacher Association. 


The splendid work of this association is so constant and 
gratuitous as to be in danger of being taken for granted. No 
single agency for school betterment is doing more, in proportion 
to its resources, than is being done by this group and the con- 
tinued gratitude of all those who are in any way concerned with 
the administration of our schools should again be mentioned. 


In closing, I would again express my appreciation for the 
cooperation which I have received from my fellow workers, mem- 
bers of the Board, and towns-people.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


January 25, 1929. 
Mr.B. P. Hamlin, Supt. of Schools, 


Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit my annual report as Principal of the High 
School. Last year, the largest class in the history of the school 
was graduated, 44 in number. Of these 10 were elected to the 
Pro Merito Society having obtained 85% or above in all subjects 
for the four years of their high school work. Further attendance 
at higher educational institutions after graduation is on an 
increase. A large number of our graduates have gone to various 
colleges where they are making an excellent record. 

During the past year, a few pupils have dropped from the 
school for various reasons. The number is smaller than usual, 
but altogether too large. This condition is to be regretted, but I 
see no remedy for it. The same condition exists in all high 
schools. There are also many pupils who do not do their ca- 
pacity type of work. Some are even unwilling to make the effort 
to pass at a low mark and others are willing to just get by, which 
condition does not disturb them in the least. I am glad to say 
that this type of student is small in number, but is sufficient to 
warrant my taking the opportunity to appeal to the parents for 
co-operation in the school. Standards of scholarship depend 
upon many factors, some outside the school, but many within it. 
The type of teacher that St. Albans can secure and then retain 
for many years is the fundamental basis for high standards in 
the school. A school is only as strong as its teachers. 

As I have said in my previous reports, a more varied cur- 
riculum is needed. The object and aim of our school is to serve 
all the children in the community and not a few alone. In order 
to do this, several elective subjects should be added to our 
present courses. Hampered by lack of room and funds, many 
subjects which are of value and which would add greatly to the 
efficiency of the school have been omitted. Pupils who are forced 
to take subjects which they are not fitted for and do not care for, 
soon become tired of the work, discouraged, and then drop out. 
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The school is on the approved list of the New England Col- 
lege Entrance Certificate Board and pupils of the school, passing 
any subject with a rank of 85% or above, will receive an en- 
trance certificate in that subject to any New England college 
that admits on certification. Some colleges do not admit pupils 
from any school without examinations in major subjects no 
matter where the pupils have had their training. 


The spirit of the school as a whole has been excellent. 
Nothing has happened to disturb its quiet progress. | However, 
in these days of free schools, there is a tendency to minimize the 
value of what comes so easily. All the school can do is to place 
opportunity before the pupil. He gets no more out of the school 
than his own efforts produce. 


The attendance this year is about the same as last year. 
‘The enrollment is 305, of which 137 are girls and 168, boys. The 
- Jarge number of boys attending school is especially gratifying. 
The percentage of attendance has been good, 96% for the year. 
Pupils who are regular and punctual in attendance as a rule do 
the best work. 


The old question of home-study is still with us. Just how 
to solve this question is a most difficult one. Sometimes, I am 
almost convinced that our school day will have to be lengthened. 
The average student can not do high school work successfully 
without home study. Just how much, depends upon the student. 
There is no fixed rule. 


The social life of the school has been about the same as in 
‘past years. The usual Senior suppers, school plays, receptions, 
and other activities have been carried on. During the year, the 
Senior class published a history of the school. The class is to 
be congratulated for the excellent way in, which this work was 
done. This history will be of great value to the school in years to 
come. The class also placed in a savings bank a sum of money, 
sufficient to purchase for the new school a most fitting gift, this 
money being the proceeds of the Senior play. 

The music of the school is under the direction of Miss 
Helen Storms. The pupils are interested and real progress 1s 
being made along this line. 

In athletics, the boys have been successful. I regret that 
conditions do not permit. all students to have some kind of 
physical training. 
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I wish to thank the Alumni Association for its loyal support 
of the school, the Mothers of the young men for their interest 
and efforts and all others who helped to make the year a most 
pleasant and profitable one. In conclusion, I wish to thank the 
members of the school board and the superintendent of schools. 
for their kindly advice and loyal support.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


A survey of all schools was made during September and the 
plan of having all primary teachers make a brief inspection each 
morning, and exclude temporarily, all pupils found to be suffering 
from communicable colds, was inaugurated. Any illness report- 
ed was investigated, and first-aid given to children who needed it. 


During October, weighing and measuring of the pupils for 
the present school year was begun, as well as dental examinations. 
Brief health talks were given in the primary grades. Routine 
duties, such as first-aid, illness investigation, and office record- 
ing, was continued. 

During November, the examinations for cleanliness and com- 
municable diseases were conducted thruout the first six grades 
and above, were requested. The value of providing milk for all 
primary children, not overweight, and whose dinner appetites 
would not be adversely affected, was brought to the attention 
of the Parent-Teachers Associations. The special need for some 
financial assistance, in providing dental work for many children 
of fifth grade age was stressed before the P-T-A of Fairfield St., 
and this aid was granted. Four school children attended the 
chest clinic at the Armory in early November, but the findings 
in all cases were negative. 

During December, weights were again taken. Brief health 
habit talks were given to the underweight children. Follow-up 
work on pediculosis, scabies, and, impetigo was also carried on. 
‘The Local Red Cross was asked to give some support if possible, 
to the program of dental work among children of the fifth grades. 

During the fall numerous children having colds and sore 
throats were excluded temporarily. Three children left school to 
enter Caverly Preventorium. The following number of com- 
municable diseases were encountered:

Impetigo 30-40 Whooping Cough 3

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


To appreciate its power and beauty the pupil must become 
familiar with well written music of various kinds in selections 
that shall be interesting from his point of view, as well as ad- 
mirable from an artistic standpoint. 


This year, music in the elementary grades consists of two 
twenty minute periods a week. Great stress has been laid on 
sight reading, development of voice, and musical interpretation. 
The development of a voice which is truly musical is of great 
importance and, beginning with the cultivation of the headtone 
of the child voice. thru: the descending scale, the few vital prin- 
ciples which induce breath control, proper tone quality, voice 
direction, and enunciation are presented in voice drills in all the 
grades. 


Music appreciation periods are conducted in each room 
twice a month and the most that the classroom teacher is asked 
to accomplish is to create a proper atmosphere and to lead the 
pupil to sense the beauty of music. Assembly singing is con- 
ducted by the supervisor at the Fairfield St. School each week. 


An orchestra has been organized in the grammar grades, 
consisting of piano, violin, cornet, banjo, and drum. Judging 
from the earnestness and diligence shown thus far, we have 
great hopes for this orchestra. A glee club has been organized 
from members of the eighth grade and the results of two-part 
singing are most gratifying both to the pupils and to their super- 
visor. Plans are being made for a concert to be held early in the 
spring. 

Music in the high school consists of two half hour periods a 
week. Owing to the heavy enrollment this year, the student 
body has been divided into two sections for the music: period, 
one section studying with the supervisor on Tuesdays and the 
other on Thursdays. The orchestra is composed of piano, three 
violins, two saxaphones, one clarinet, a banjo and drums. A 
girls’ glee club of seventy five voices has been organized and the 
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girls are to present a musical operetta, ‘‘Jane comes to College,”’ 
sometime in March. All of these various activities are elective. 

During the month of December, two operettas were given: 
‘“‘The Spirit of Christmas’’ by the Elm St. School and “fA Joke 
on the Toymaker,’’ by Barlow St. Owing to illness, the pupils 
of the Messenger St. School were unable to present their operetta, 
‘‘Christmas with the Old Lady that lived in the Shoe,” and, in 
place of this, the pupils were allowed to present to their parents 
the results of their daily work in Music. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank Mr. Hamlin, Mr. Dickinson, 
Mrs. Brush, and all of the teachers for their kind cooperation in 
this pleasant and inspiring work.
